Leaked documents 
show firm ignored 
problems for profit

Facebook the company is losing 
control of Facebook the product 
— not to mention the last shreds 
of its carefully crafted, decade-old 
image as a benevolent company 
just wanting to connect the world. 

Thousands of pages of internal 
documents provided to Congress 
by a former employee depict an 


internally conflicted company 
where data on the harms it causes 
is abundant, but solutions, much 
less the will to act on them, are 
halting at best. 

The crisis exposed by the docu- 
ments shows how Facebook 
appears to have slow-walked or 
sidelined efforts to address real 
harms the social network has 
magnified and sometimes created. 
They reveal numerous instances 
where researchers and rank-and- 
file workers uncovered deep- 
seated problems that the company 
then overlooked or ignored. 

Final responsibility for this state 
of affairs rests with CEO Mark 


Zuckerberg, who holds what one 
former employee described as 
dictatorial power over a corpo- 
ration that collects data on and 
provides free services to roughly 
3 billion people around the world. 
“Ultimately, it rests with Mark 
and whatever his prerogative is — 
and it has always been to grow, to 
increase his power and his reach,” 
said Jennifer Grygiel, a Syra- 
cuse University communications 
professor who’s followed Face- 
book closely for years. 
Zuckerberg has an ironclad 
hold on Facebook Inc. He holds

A bet on gambling 


Connecticut Lottery Corp. launches first retail sports 
betting site. Another 14 gambling locations are planned.

Connecticut on Monday continued a 
dramatic expansion in gambling with 
the launch of the state’s first retail sports 
betting site in New Haven. 

Gov. Ned Lamont kicked the gambling 
off with a particularly ambitious wager: 
a $20 bet for the Giants to beat Kansas 
City on Monday night next week. 

“T can’t wait. This has been along time 
coming. It’s about time,’ Lamont said at 
a press conference at Sports Haven in 
New Haven, where gamblers are now 
able to place bets in person on sports and 


casino games. 

“We are up. We are operating. We are 
going to be casting bets,” Lamont said. 
“This is not some way to make a lot of 
money fast. This is a way to have a little 
fun.” 

Monday’s opening follows by less 
than a week the start of casino gambling, 
lottery sales and sports betting on apps, 
laptops, tablets and other devices. 

And on Sept. 30, sports betting began 
at Connecticut’s two tribal-owned 
casinos, Mohegan Sun and Foxwoods 


Resort Casino. 

Two other retail sports betting sites 
are set to open soon at Stamford and 
Bradley International Airport in Wind- 
sor Locks, followed by other sites at 
Hartford, Manchester, Milford, New 
Britain, Norwalk, Torrington and Water- 
bury. A total of 15 sites are planned, with 
additional locations in Hartford and 
Bridgeport to be announced at a later 
date.

Slow moving nor’easter headed to Connecticut 


Storm expected to bring high winds, heavy 
rain and thousands of power outages

A slow moving nor’easter 
will bring high winds and rain 
to Connecticut through early 
Wednesday, with the possibility 
of flooding and power outages for 
thousands of people. 


As many as 125,000 customers 
could lose power, Eversource esti- 
mates, with the strongest winds 
expected later in the day on 
Tuesday. The storm is expected 
to reach Connecticut overnight 
Monday into Tuesday. 

“You have predicted high 
winds — hazard winds — you 
have predicted heavy rains and 


you still have lots of trees with 
lots of leaves still on them, so there 
are the potential there for prob- 
lems,” Mitch Gross, a spokesman 
for Eversource Energy, Connecti- 
cut’s largest electricity provider, 
said Monday. 

Gross said the utility is prepared 
to respond to power outages, and 
Eversource is urging customers 
to make ready storm-kits, just in 
case. Wind gusts could reach 50 
miles per hour during the storm. 

“We now wait and see what 


nature delivers, and we are ready 
to adjust our response as needed,” 
Gross said. 

Anarea of low pressure moving 
across Pennsylvania will cause 
steady rain to fall across the state, 
beginning overnight Monday 
and lasting through Wednes- 
day morning, said Gary Lessor, 
chief meteorologist at Western 
Connecticut State University’s 
Connecticut Weather Center.

School 
cracking 
down on 
cell use 


Windsor Locks High 
principal says devices 
disrupting learning

Windsor Locks High School 
is cracking down on students’ 
use of cellphones, which the 
principal says are disrupting 
learning in an already difficult 
transition to a new school year. 

Principal Rebecca Bisson- 
nette wrote recently in a letter 
to the school community that 
students “have become more 
connected than ever to their 
personal devices; however, now 
that we are back to full in-per- 
son learning, it has become 
evident that students are strug- 
gling to disconnect from their 
phones and engage in their 
learning.” 

Starting Monday, teachers 
will take phones from students 
who have the devices out in 
class instead of in their back- 
packs or lockers, the princi- 
pal wrote. Board of education 
Chairwoman Patricia King 
said Bissonnette is enforcing 
a policy that previously had 
not been enforced at the high 
school. 

The principal noted in her 
letter that all students have 
school-issued computers, so 
smart phones are not needed in 
class. Students will be permit- 
ted to check their phones 
during passing time and lunch. 

However, those who violate 
rules on use of cellphones,

The storm is expected to dump 1 to 3 
inches of rain statewide, but some areas 
could see as much as 4 inches, Lessor said. 

Lessor said he expects coastal flooding 
at high tide Tuesday, though it will likely 
be minor. 

But flooding could intensify to a moder- 
ate level, if the storm strengthens, Lessor 
said. 

“Those areas prone to flooding could see 
flash flooding [Tuesday] night,” Lessor said. 

The strongest winds are likely to be seen 
in southeastern Connecticut, with gusts up 
to 50 miles an hour. 

Sustained winds of 15-25 mph are 
expected across much of the state Tuesday 
through Wednesday. On Wednesday, winds 
will still pack a punch with gusts of 35 to 40 
mph in the morning and up to 45 mph on 
the shoreline. 

A flood watch will be in effect statewide 
Tuesday — through Wednesday in Hartford 
County, the National Weather Service says. 
A wind advisory will be in effect in New 
London County Tuesday night. 

An area of low pressure moving across 
Pennsylvania will cause steady rain to fall 
across the state, says Gary Lessor, chief 
meteorologist at Western Connecticut 
State University’s Connecticut Weather 
Center.

the majority of the company’s voting 
shares, controls its board of directors and 
has increasingly surrounded himself with 
executives who don’t appear to question his 
vision. 

But he has so far been unable to address 
stagnating user growth and shrinking 
engagement for Facebook the product in 
key areas such as the United States and 
Europe. Worse, the company is losing the 
attention of its most important demo- 
graphic — teenagers and young people — 
with no clear path to gaining it back, its 
own documents reveal. 

Young adults engage with Facebook far 
less than their older cohorts, seeing it as 
an “outdated network” with “irrelevant 
content” that provides limited value for 
them, according to a November 2020 inter- 
nal document.

widely used by teens, although it acknowl- 
edges there’s “tough competition” from 
TikTok, Snapchat and the like. 

So it can continue to expand its reach 
and power, Facebook has pushed for high 
user growth outside the U.S. and Western 
Europe. But as it expanded into less famil- 
iar parts of the world, the company system- 
atically failed to address or even anticipate 
the unintended consequences of signing up 
millions of new users without also provid- 
ing staff and systems to identify and limit 
the spread of hate speech, misinformation 
and calls to violence. 

In Afghanistan and Myanmar, for 
instance, extremist language has flourished 
due to asystemic lack of language support 
for content moderation, whether that’s 
human or artificial intelligence-driven. In 
Myanmar, it has been linked to atrocities 
committed against the country’s minority 
Rohingya Muslim population. 

The Facebook Papers appear to show 
the company is unable to prevent the real- 
world collateral damage accompanying its 
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untrammeled growth. 

Those harms include shadowy algo- 
rithms that radicalize users, pervasive 
misinformation and extremism, facilita- 
tion of human trafficking, teen suicide and 
more. 

Internal efforts to mitigate such prob- 
lems have often been pushed aside or aban- 
doned when solutions conflict with growth 
— and, by extension, profit. 

Backed into a corner with hard evidence 
from leaked documents, the company has 
doubled down defending its choices rather 
than try to fix its problems. 

“We do not and we have not prioritized 
engagement over safety,” Monika Bickert, 
Facebook’s head of global policy manage- 
ment, said this month following congres- 
sional testimony from whistleblower 
and former Facebook employee Frances 
Haugen. 

In the days since Haugen’s testimony 
and appearance on “60 Minutes,” Facebook 
has tried to discredit Haugen by repeatedly 
pointing out that she didn’t directly work 
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on many of the problems she revealed. 

“At the heart of these stories is a premise 
which is false. Yes, we’re a business and we 
make profit, but the idea that we do so at 
the expense of people’s safety or wellbeing 
misunderstands where our own commer- 
cial interests lie,” Facebook said in a state- 
ment Friday. “The truth is we’ve invested 
$13 billion and have over 40,000 people to 
do one job: keep people safe on Facebook.” 

Statements like these are the latest sign 
that Facebook has gotten into what Sophie 
Zhang, a former Facebook data scientist, 
described as a “siege mentality” at the 
company. Zhang last year accused the 
social network of ignoring fake accounts 
used to undermine foreign elections. 

On Monday, Facebook reported that its 
net income grew 17% in the July-Septem- 
ber period to $9.19 billion, buoyed by strong 
advertising revenue. That’s up from $7.85 
billion a year earlier. Revenue grew 35% to 
$29.01 billion. 

The results exceeded analyst expecta- 
tions for Facebook’s results.

Connecticut is expected 
to receive $170 million guar- 
anteed revenue over the 
10-year contract, but Rob 
Simmelkjaer, chairman of 
the Lottery Board, has said 
he expects more over time. 

The lottery is partner- 
ing with Chicago-based 
Rush Street Interactive 
to run an online sports- 
book and Sportech, which 
already runs off-track-bet- 
ting outlets in the state, to 
operate retail gambling 
venues. Sportech will get a 
small percentage of online 
revenue for driving traffic. 

Lamont and the General 
Assembly enacted legisla- 
tion this year authorizing 
the broadest expansion 
of legalized gambling in 


Connecticut since the 
two casinos opened in 
the 1990s. The governor 
sought what he called a 
“modernized” gambling 
industry in Connecticut 
that recognized the rise of 
digital technology and to 
include sports betting that 
was advancing in other 
states, denying revenue for 
Connecticut. 

The Lamont admin- 
istration and the Mohe- 
gans, who own and 
operate the Mohegan 
Sun, and the Mashan- 
tucket Pequots, who run 
Foxwoods, first had to 
renegotiate compacts 
that guaranteed the tribes 
exclusive gambling rights 
in exchange for a 25% 
tax on slot revenue that’s 
yielded billions of dollars 
in revenue for the state 
since the 1990s.

smart watches, iPads and 
other personal devices will 
face escalating discipline: 

M@ First offense: Teacher 
takes the device, places it 
in an envelope and has a 
security guard take it to the 
main office, returning it to 
the student at the end of the 
school day. 

™@ Second offense: Device is 
taken and will be returned 
only to a parent or guard- 
ian. The students gets office 
detention. 

™@ Third offense: Device 
confiscated and a family 
meeting is scheduled 
“to devise a plan for the 
student.” The student 
receives one day of in-school 
suspension. 

Students who refuse to 
surrender their phones may 
face more serious conse- 
quences, Bissonnette wrote. 
She assured parents that 
they could reach their chil- 


dren during class time by 
calling the main office. 

Echoing the struggles 
of other school districts, 
Bissonnette also wrote 
that the transition to a 
new school year in Wind- 
sor Locks “is proving to be 
a challenge for students to 
manage.” School admin- 
istrators in other districts 
have reported an increase in 
student fights, vandalism to 
school buildings and other 
misbehavior after a year of 
lockdowns and virtual learn- 
ing due to the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

Students’ cellphone use 
was the focus of a lively 
discussion on the Wind- 
sor Locks Forum Facebook 
page, where some people 
commented that phones are 
a constant distraction in the 
classroom and others saying 
kids should be able to use 
phones in class, particularly 
to contact parents during an 
emergency.

mqH) says the board of 
education “considers allow- 
ing students to bring to 
school such devices to be a 
privilege and not a right.” 

Policies and punish- 
ments for violations in 
other Connecticut school 
districts vary. At Glaston- 
bury High School, cell- 
phones can be used in the 
cafeteria, patio, and hall- 
ways during passing time, 
but are not to be used in the 
classroom unless for educa- 
tional purposes, Principal 
Nancy Bean said. A second 
violation results in a Satur- 
day detention and a third 
offense brings a Saturday 
detention and loss of cell- 
phone privileges, pending 
a parent meeting. 

East Hartford Superin- 
tendent Nathan Quesnel 
said, “Certainly our students 
face the distractions of the 
constant draw and pull of 
technology from their cell- 
phones — as do we adults.” 

Teaching students how 
to be responsible adults, 


Quesnel said, involves 
constant reminders about 
responsible use of their 
phones. With teenagers, he 
said, “a cellphone is as much 
a part of their body as their 
hands, and that’s a reality 
that educators have to work 
through every day.” 

East Hartford, Avon and 
Newington administrators 
said cellphone use has been 
restricted for years. 

“Our practice is to have 
them out of sight in the 
classroom,” Newington 
Superintendent Maureen 
Brummett said Monday. 
“This has been in place for 
years and we are not having 
any big issues with cell- 
phones at this time.” 

Fran Rabinowitz, exec- 
utive director of the 
Connecticut Association of 
Public School Superinten- 
dents, said she had not heard 
widespread concerns about 
cellphone use. 

“But I would guess that it 
may be a part of the return 
to in-person learning from 


remote learning,” Rabinow- 
itz said. 

She said she has to put 
her cellphone away during 
online meetings “because I 
am very prone to see if I’ve 
gotten any emails or texts or 
whatever.” 

Schools throughout the 
nation have struggled to 
control students’ cellphone 
use. Teachers and adminis- 
trators say the phones are 
not only a distraction, but 
some students also use 
them to cheat on tests, bully 
other students and circulate 
inappropriate photos and 
texts. 

Administrators at a 
school in Lansing, Michi- 
gan, announced Friday that 
students may not use their 
phones any time during the 
school day. A letter inform- 
ing parents of the “bell 
to bell no cells” policy at 
Dwight Rich School of the 
Arts says, “Technology can 
be a beautiful tool, but our 
students are sometimes 
consumed with the use of

their electronic devices...” 

“As aresult, there has been 
an astronomical increase in 
the utilization of devices by 
students during educational 
time,” school officials wrote. 
“Consequently, there has 
also been an increase in the 
inappropriate use of social 
media, bullying, fighting 
and taking calls/texts during 
school hours.” 

China has banned cell- 
phone use in schools, and 
pupils will not be allowed 
to bring phones to school 
without written paren- 
tal consent, according to a 
BBC report. Authorities say 
they want to protect young 
people’s eyesight, improve 
their concentration and 
prevent internet addiction, 
the news agency reported.

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Dems race to set deal on Biden plan 


Taxes considered 
on corporations, 
billionaires’ assets

WASHINGTON — 
Democrats are working 
frantically to shore up the 
revenue side of President 
Joe Biden’s domestic pack- 
age, poised to unveil a new 
billionaires’ tax to help pay 
for his social services and 
climate change plan after 
earlier tax plans fizzled. 

Biden said Monday he’s 
hopeful the talks with 
Congress can wrap up over- 
all agreement on the pack- 
age this week. It’s tallying at 
least $1.75 trillion, and could 
still be more. Biden said it 
would be “very, very posi- 
tive to get it done” before 
he departs for two overseas 
global summits. 

“That’s my hope,” the 
president said before leav- 
ing his home state of Dela- 
ware for atrip to New Jersey 
to highlight the child care 
proposals in the package 
and a related infrastructure 
measure. “With the grace of 
God and the goodwill of the 
neighbors.” 

Resolving the revenue 
side is key as the Democrats 
scale back what had been a 
$3.5 trillion plan, insisting 
all the new spending will 
be fully paid for and not pile 
onto the debt. Biden vows 
any new taxes would hit only 
the wealthy, those earning 
more than $400,000 a year, 
or $450,000 for couples. 

The White House had to 
rethink its tax strategy after 
one key Democrat, Sen. 
Kyrsten Sinema, D-Ariz., 
objected to her party’s 
initial proposal to raise tax 
rates on wealthy Americans

by undoing the Trump-era 
tax cuts on those earning 
beyond $400,000. Sinema 
also opposed lifting the 21% 
corporate tax rate. With a 
50-50 Senate, Biden has no 
votes to spare in his party. 
Instead, to win over 
Sinema and others, the 
White House has been float- 
ing a new idea of taxing the 
assets of billionaires and 
another that would require 
corporations to pay a 15% 
minimum tax, regardless 
of if they show any prof- 
its. Those both appear to 
be gaining traction with 
another pivotal Democrat, 
Sen. Joe Manchin, D-WVa. 
Democrats on the Senate 
Finance Committee, led by 
Sen. Ron Wyden of Oregon, 


are prepared to roll out the 
tax revenue plan in a matter 
of days. It is likely to include 
other revenue-raising tax 
measures, including a plan 
to beef up the Internal Reve- 
nue Service to go after tax 
scofflaws. 

Once Democrats agree to 
the tax proposals, they can 
assess how much is funding 
available for Biden’s overall 
package to expand health 
care, child care and other 
climate change programs. 

Democrats were hoping 
Biden could cite major 
accomplishments to world 
leaders later this week. 
They are also facing an Oct. 
31 deadline to pass a related 
$1 trillion bipartisan infra- 
structure package of roads, 


Sudan’s military arrests 
prime minister in coup 


US places $700M 
in aid on ‘pause’ in 
condemning action

CAIRO — Sudan’s mili- 
tary seized power Monday, 
dissolving the transitional 
government hours after 
troops arrested the prime 
minister. Thousands of 
people flooded into the 
streets to protest the coup 
that threatens the coun- 
try’s shaky progress toward 
democracy. 

Security forces opened 
fire on some of the crowd, 
and three protesters were 
killed, according to the 
Sudan Doctors’ Committee, 
which said 80 people were 
wounded. 

The takeover comes 
more than two years after 
protesters forced the ouster 
of longtime autocrat Omar 
al-Bashir and just weeks 
before the military was 
supposed to hand the lead- 
ership of the council that 
runs the country over to 
civilians. 

After the early morning 
arrests of Prime Minister 
Abdalla Hamdok and other 
senior officials, thousands 
poured into the streets of 
the capital, Khartoum, and 
its twin city of Omdurman. 


They blocked streets and set 
fire to tires as security forces 
used tear gas to disperse 
them. 

As plumes of smoke filled 
the air, protesters could be 
heard chanting, “The people 
are stronger, stronger!” and 
“Retreat is not an option!” 

Videos on social media 
showed crowds crossing 
bridges over the Nile River 
to the center of the capi- 
tal, while the U.S. Embassy 
warned troops were block- 
ing off parts of the city. It 
urged the military “to imme- 
diately cease violence.” 

Meanwhile, the Biden 
administration suspended 
$700 million in financial 
assistance to Sudan follow- 
ing the coup in the African 
nation that U.S. officials 
roundly condemned. 

The State Department 
said the full amount of the 
aid package had been put on 
“pause” pending a review of 
the developments in Khar- 
toum. Spokesman Ned Price 
called for the immediate 
release of those arrested, 
including the prime minis- 
ter, and the restoration ofthe 
civilian authority. 

Sen. Chris Coons, D-Del., 
a member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee and 
an ally of President Joe 
Biden, warned in a tweet 
that the U.S. could cut aid 
to Sudan “if the authority

of PM Hamdok & the full 
transitional government is 
not restored.” 

U.N. Secretary-General 
Antonio Guterres “strongly 
condemns the ongoing mili- 
tary coup d’etat in Khartoum 
and all actions that could 
jeopardize Sudan’s political 
transition and stability,’ said 
his spokesman Stephane 
Dujarric. 

Pro-democracy activist 
Dura Gambo said paramil- 
itary forces chased protest- 
ers through some Khartoum 
neighborhoods. She said 
sporadic gunshots could be 
heard in many parts of the 
capital. 

Records from a Khartoum 
hospital obtained by The 
Associated Press showed 
some people were admitted 
with gunshot wounds. 

In the afternoon, the 
head of the military, Gen. 
Abdel-Fattah Burhan, 
announced on national TV 
that he was dissolving the 
government and the Sover- 
eign Council, a joint military 
and civilian body created 
soon after al-Bashir’s ouster 
to run the country. 

Burhan said quarrels 
among political factions 
prompted the military inter- 
vention. 

Tensions have been rising 
for weeks over the course 
and the pace of the transi- 
tion to democracy in Sudan, 


broadband and other public 
works before routine federal 
transportation funds expire. 
“We need to get this done,” 
Biden said in remarks at a 
New Jersey transit center. 
Biden huddled with the 
conservative West Virginia 
Democrat Manchin and 
Senate Majority Leader 
Chuck Schumer at the pres- 
ident’s Delaware home 
on Sunday as they work 
on resolving the disputes 
between centrists and 
progressives that have 
stalled the bill. A person 
who requested anonymity 
to discuss Manchin’s posi- 
tion told The Associated 
Press the senator is agree- 
able to the White House’s 
new approach on the tax 


proposals. 

Picking up a populist 
theme sounded during the 
presidential campaign, 
Biden is pushing to have 
corporations and the 
wealthy pay a “fair share” 
and end the practice of some 
of the wealthiest Americans 
skipping out on any taxes. 

The billionaires’ tax is 
being modeled ona 2019 bill 
from Wyden to treat assets 
as income. Another idea, for 
a 3% ultra-rich surtax, has 
been proposed by Sen. Eliz- 
abeth Warren, D-Mass. 

Under Wyden’s emerging 
plan, the billionaires’ tax 
would hit the wealthiest of 
Americans, fewer than 1,000 
people. It would require 
those with assets of more 





than $1 billion, or three- 
years consecutive income of 
$100 million, to pay taxes on 
the gains of stocks and other 
tradeable assets, rather than 
waiting until holdings are 
sold. 

A similar billionaire’s 
tax would be applied to 
non-tradeable assets, 
including real estate, but it 
would be deferred with the 
tax not assessed until the 
asset was sold. 

Overall, the billionaires’ 
tax rate has not been set, but 
it is expected to be at least 
the 20% capital gains rate. 

Separately, Sinema’s 
objection to raising corpo- 
rate tax rates from 21% to 
26.5%, as Democrats had 
proposed for those firms 
earning more than $5 
million a year, has led the 
White House to float plans 
to keep the current 21% rate 
but add anew 15% corporate 
minimum. 

House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi said Sunday on 
CNN even though it’s less 
that what was first envi- 
sioned, “it’s still bigger than 
anything we have ever done 
in terms of addressing the 
needs of America’s working 
families.” 

Disputes remain over 
far-reaching investments, 
including plans to expand 
Medicare coverage with 
dental, vision and hear- 
ing aid benefits for seniors; 
child care assistance; and 
free pre-kindergarten. 

Pelosi, D-Calif., said that 
Democrats were still work- 
ing to keep in provisions for 
four weeks of paid family 
leave. 

Pelosi said she expected 
an agreement by week’s end, 
paving the way for a House 
vote on the $1 trillion bipar- 
tisan infrastructure bill that 
the Senate had approved 
over the summer.

a nation in Africa linked by 
language and culture to the 
Arab world. 

The general declared a 
state of emergency and said 
the military will appoint a 
technocratic government to 
lead the country to elections, 
set for July 2023.

“The armed forces will 
continue completing the 
democratic transition until 
the handover of the coun- 
try’s leadership to a civil- 
ian, elected government,” 


he said. 

He added that the consti- 
tution would be rewritten 
and a legislative body would 
be formed with the partic- 
ipation of “young men and 
women who made this revo- 
lution.” 

The Information Minis- 
try, still loyal to the dissolved 
government, called his 
speech an “announcement 
ofaseizure of power by mili- 
tary coup.” 

Since al-Bashir, who 
remains in prison, was 
forced from power, Sudan 
has worked to slowly rid 


itself the international 
pariah status it held under 
the autocrat. The coun- 
try was removed from 
the United States’ state 
supporter of terror list in 
2020, opening the door for 
needed foreign loans and 
investment. 

But Sudan’s economy has 
struggled with the shock of 
a number economic reforms 
called for by international 
lending institutions. 

Sudan has suffered other 
coups since it gained its 
independence from Britain 
and Egypt in 1956. 


Moderna: Low-dose shot works for kids 6 to 11

Moderna said Monday 
that a low dose of its 
COVID-19 vaccine is safe 
and appears to work in 6- to 
11-year-olds, as the manufac- 
turer joins its rival Pfizer in 
moving toward expanding 
shots to children. 

Pfizer’s kid-size vaccine 
doses are undergoing eval- 
uation by the Food and Drug 
Administration for young- 
sters in nearly the same age 
group, 5 to 11, and could be 


available by early Novem- 
ber. The company’s vaccine 
already is authorized for 
anyone 12 or older. Moderna 
hasn’t gotten the go-ahead 
to offer its vaccine to teens 
but is studying lower doses 
in younger children while 
it waits. Researchers tested 
two shots for the 6- to 
11-year-olds, given a month 
apart, that each contained 
half the dose given to adults. 
Preliminary results showed 
vaccinated children devel- 
oped virus-fighting anti- 
bodies similar to levels that 


young adults produce after 
full-strength shots, Moderna 
said in a news release. 

The study involved 4,753 
children ages 6 to 11 who got 
either the vaccine or dummy 
shots. Moderna said that 
like adults, the vaccinated 
youngsters had tempo- 
rary side effects including 
fatigue, headache, fever and 
injection site pain. 

The study was too small 
to spot any extremely rare 
side effects, such as heart 
inflammation that some- 
times occurs after either the 


Moderna or Pfizer vaccines. 
Moderna released no 
further details and hasn’t 
submitted its data to a 
scientific journal but said it 
plans to share the interim 
results with the FDA and 
global regulators. The 
study is ongoing, and the 
company cannot calcu- 
late the vaccine’s effective- 
ness in actually preventing 
infections in children unless 
there are sufficient COVID- 
19 cases to compare rates 
between vaccinated and 
unvaccinated participants.

Defiant employees 
threatening to quit 
rather than get shots

BATH, Maine — Josh 
“Chevy” Chevalier is a 
third-generation ship- 
builder who hasn’t missed 
a day of work during the 
pandemic in his job as a 
welder constructing Navy 
warships in Maine. 

But he’s ready to walk 
away from his job because of 
an impending mandate from 
President Joe Biden that 
federal contractors and all 
U.S. businesses with 100 or 
more workers be fully vacci- 
nated against COVID-19. 

“People are fighting for 
their constitutional rights — 
the way they think their life 
should be,” said Chevalier, 
one of hundreds of employ- 
ees at Bath Iron Works 
threatening to leave. 

Chevalier is among a 
small but significant number 
of American workers decid- 
ing whether to quit their 
jobs and careers in defiance 
of what they consider intru- 
sive edicts that affect their 
freedoms. 

The Biden administra- 
tion, public health officials 
and many business leaders 
agree that vaccine require- 
ments are legal, prudent 
actions necessary to help 
the world emerge from a 
pandemic that has killed 
over 735,000 Americans and 
more than 5 million people 
worldwide. 

The defiant workers 
make up a small fraction of 
the overall workforce, with 
many cities, states and busi- 
nesses reporting that more 
than 9 out of 10 of their 
workers are complying with 
mandates. 

But they have the poten- 
tial to create disruptions ina 
tight labor market and have 
become the latest roadblock 
in overcoming the vaccine 
hesitancy that allowed

COVID-19 to take a devas- 
tating turn over the summer. 
In many cases, the reasons 
for the objections are rooted 
in misinformation. 

The refusers come from 
all types of occupations — 
defense industry workers, 
police officers, firefighters, 
educators and health care 
workers. In Seattle, a group 
of city firefighters last week 
turned in their boots at City 
Hall to protest a vaccination 
requirement. 

Thousands of people have 
sought religious or medi- 
cal exemptions that were 
rejected; others won’t stand 
to be told what to do and 
have quit or been fired. 

Nick Rolovich, the foot- 
ball coach at Washington 
State University, was let go 
from his $3.2 million-a-year 
job Oct. 18, along with four 
assistants. Rolovich, the 
first major college coach to 


lose his job over vaccination 
status, claimed a religious 
exemption but has declined 
to elaborate. He is suing. 

The conflict over 
mandates is likely to grow. 

The Biden administration 
is expected to move forward 
any day with the mandate 
that employers with 100 or 
more workers require all 
employees be vaccinated 
or undergo weekly test- 
ing, though enforcement 
likely won’t start for several 
weeks. The rule for federal 
contractors goes into effect 
in December, with no testing 
option, but many businesses, 
governments and schools 
are already implementing 
mandates. 

The U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce and other groups 
that represent large employ- 
ers have warned workers 
might simply migrate to 
jobs at smaller businesses

where they don’t face vacci- 
nation requirements. That 
could create challenges for 
large retailers going into the 
holiday season, among other 
disruptions, the chamber 
warned. 

Individuals who’ve left 
their jobs and are seeking 
work that doesn’t require 
vaccinations are shar- 
ing information on social 
media. Small employers 
looking for workers are 
turning to online job boards 
such as RedBalloon, where 
employers sign a pledge that 
they won’t make vaccines a 
condition for hiring. 

Andrew Crapuchettes, 
RedBalloon’s founder and 
chief executive, said he 
started the online job board 
more than two months ago 
for people “who just want to 
work and don’t want to get 
into politics in the office.” 
More than 800 companies 
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have posted, and more than 
250,000 people have visited 
the site, he said. 

Some states are gearing 
up to fight or undercut the 
Biden mandates. Texas Gov. 
Greg Abbott issued an exec- 
utive order Oct. 18 barring 
any entity from requiring 
vaccines. 

Florida Gov. Ron DeSan- 
tis said Thursday that he 
will call a special session to 
pass legislation to combat 
vaccine mandates, saying 
that, “in Florida, your right 
to earn a living is not contin- 
gent upon whatever choices 
you’re making in terms of 
these injections.” 

At the shipyard in Maine, 
frustration is rising among 
union members. 

On Friday, some 100 ship- 
builders gathered outside 
the shipyard during their 
lunch break to protest being 
forced to get vaccinated.

They marched down the 
street, holding signs decry- 
ing the mandate and using 
choice four-letter words 
aimed at Biden. 

The union fears it could 
lose more than 1,000 work- 
ers, or 30% of its member- 
ship, over the federal 
contractor mandate. 

Dean Grazioso, a 33-year 
Bath Iron Works employee, 
said he’s not anti-vaccine but 
knows vaccinated cowork- 
ers, friends and family 
members who’ve contracted 
breakthrough COVID-19 
infections. Such infections 
are rare and vaccinated 
people who get COVID-19 
usually have mild symptoms 
and are far less likely to be 
hospitalized or die. 

The 53-year-old is still 
deciding on the shot. 

“T’m still up in the air,” 
he said. “But I’ve got a huge 
decision to make.”

Pandemic causing 
delays in murder 
case at Tree of Life

PITTSBURGH — As 
the three-year mark since 
the massacre at the Tree of 
Life synagogue approaches, 
survivors are planning 
now-familiar annual ritu- 
als of remembrance, the 
criminal case involving the 
suspect plods on, and the 
site is in line for restoration. 

The landmark syna- 
gogue in Pittsburgh remains 
dormant, but a renowned 
architect is among those 
working to transform the 
site where 11 people were 
killed in America’s deadli- 
est antisemitic attack. 

No trial date is in sight 
for the suspect, Robert G. 
Bowers. Nor is there any 
indication the U.S. Justice 
Department is heeding the 
calls of some members of 
the targeted congregations 
to avert a trial by dropping 
its quest for a death penalty 
and accepting a guilty 
plea accompanied by a life 
sentence. 

On Wednesday after- 
noon, members of the 
three congregations whose 
Sabbath services were 
underway during the Oct. 
27, 2018, attack, will assem- 
ble outdoors for a memorial 
service at Schenley Park, 
among 11 trees planted there 
to remember the slain. 

“People are having a really 
difficult time in this COVID 
era,” said Maggie Feinstein, 
director of the 10.27 Heal- 
ing Partnership, formed to 
help those affected by the 
synagogue shooting and 
hate crimes. The goal this 
year was to “come together 
safely. It’s been a long road 
of not being able to do that.” 

Bowers’ lawyers and 
federal prosecutors were in 
a Pittsburgh courtroom this 
month to argue whether 
incriminating statements 
he made at the scene can be 
used against him.

Some members of the 
Tree of Life, Dor Hadash 
and New Light congrega- 
tions say their grief has been 
compounded by the corona- 
virus pandemic because it 
further isolated them from 
one another. 

Rabbi Jeffrey Myers of 
Tree of Life, who survived 
the attack, said the dual trau- 
mas have left congregants at 
various stages of recovery. 

“There are some who 
say they’re healed,” he said. 
“If that’s the case, I say 
thank God. I can only say 
for myself, I will always be 
healing.” 

The pandemic has also 
caused delays and logis- 
tical challenges in the 
federal capital murder case 
against Bowers, a former 
truck driver whose state- 
ments that day and trail 
of online posts suggest he 
was consumed by hatred 
for Jewish people when, 
authorities say, he launched 
the attack. 

Bowers, 49, has avoided

public statements from 
behind bars as his team 
of attorneys has fought to 
prevent him from being 
executed, even offering to 
have him plead guilty in 
return for a life sentence. 

U.S. District Judge 
Donetta Ambrose has sealed 
about 100 of the roughly 
600 docket entries in the 
case, restricting how much 
the public can know about 
the proceedings. The acting 
US. attorney in Pittsburgh, 
Stephen Kaufman, declined 
to comment, and Bowers’ 
legal team did not respond 
to messages. 

Bowers, armed with 
an assault-style rifle and 
three handguns, is accused 
of shooting 18 people and 
trading gunfire with offi- 
cers, getting shot three times 
before he was taken into 
police custody. His social 
media history included posts 
about a false conspiracy 
theory that the Holocaust 
was a hoax and expressed 
contempt for a nonprofit 


Jewish group that helps 
refugees. 

In 2019, Bowers’ lawyers 
told Ambrose “this case 
would already be over — and 
interests in a speedy resolu- 
tion vindicated — had the 
government accepted the 
defendant’s offer to plead 
guilty as charged and be 
sentenced to life in prison 
without the possibility of 
release.” 

Under then-President 
Donald Trump, the Justice 
Department pursued the 
killings as a death penalty 
case. But in July, Attorney 
General Merrick Garland 
announced a moratorium 
on federal executions while 
his agency reviews policies 
and procedures, adding to 
the uncertainty. Prosecutors 
continue to treat it as a capi- 
tal case, but it’s unclear what 
would happen to Bowers if 
he is convicted. 

Over the past two years, 
the defense and prose- 
cutors have battled over 
evidence, search warrants

Deaths serve as warning sign, 
even as COVID-19 cases drop

Tumbling COVID-19 case 
counts have some schools 
around the country consid- 
ering relaxing their mask 
rules, but deaths nationally 
have been ticking up over 
the past few weeks, some 
rural hospitals are show- 
ing signs of strain and cold 
weather is setting in. 

The number of new cases 
nationally has been plum- 
meting since the delta surge 
peaked in mid-September. 
The U.S. is averaging about 
73,000 new cases per day, 
less than half of the nearly 
173,000 recorded Sept. 13. 
And the number of Amer- 
icans in the hospital with 
COVID-19 has plummeted 
by about half to around 
47,000 since early Septem- 
ber. 

In Florida, Miami-Dade 
County’s mask mandate 
could be loosened by the 
end of this month if the 
encouraging numbers 
continue. A high school 
outside Boston became the 
first in Massachusetts to 
make masks optional after 
it hit a state vaccination 
threshold. With about 95% 
of eligible people at Hopkin- 
ton High inoculated, school 


leaders voted to allow vacci- 
nated students and staff to 
go maskless for a three- 
week trial period starting 
Nov. 1. 

Still, there are some trou- 
bling indicators, including 
the onset of cold weather, 
which sends people 
indoors, where the virus can 
more easily spread. 

With required mask use 
reduced in much of the US., 
the University of Washing- 
ton’s COVID-19 forecasting 
model is predicting increas- 
ing infections and hospital- 
izations in November. 

Also, COVID-19 deaths 
per day have begun to creep 
back up again after a decline 
that started in late Septem- 
ber. Deaths are running at 
about 1,700 per day, up from 
close to 1,500 two weeks 
ago. 

In Wyoming, which has 
one of the nation’s lowest 
vaccination rates, hospi- 
tals are coping with more 
patients than at any other 
point in the pandemic. 

“The ICU is overrun,” 
public health officer Dr. 
Mark Dowell told a county 
health board in describing 
the situation at Wyoming 
Medical Center, the Casper 
Star Tribune reported. 

The vast majority of 


hospitalized patients in 
Wyoming haven’t gotten the 
vaccine, the state’s vaccina- 
tion rate is only about 43%. 
Only West Virginia ranks 
lower. 

In rural Minnesota, a 
man waited two days for an 
intensive care bed and later 
died. 

Bob Cameron, 87, had 
gone to his hometown 
hospital in Hallock with 
severe gastrointestinal 
bleeding and COVID-19. 

The bleeding exhausted 
the hospital’s blood supply, 
and state troopers drove 
130 miles with new units, 
but his condition worsened 
after surgery and he died 
Oct. 13, the Minneapolis 
Star Tribune reported. 

“We can’t say for certain, 
of course, that if he got to 
an ICU bed sooner that he 
would have survived, but 
we just feel in our hearts 
that he would have,” said 
Cameron’s granddaughter, 
Janna Curry. 

The strain on hospitals in 
Colorado forced a second 
county to reinstitute an 
indoor mask mandate last 
week, The Denver Post 
reported. Nearly 80% of 
COVID-19 patients in Colo- 
rado hospitals are unvacci- 
nated. 


and court procedures, as 
well as the effect of the 
pandemic on Bowers’ right 
to a fair trial. The defense 
team has insisted on safe 
conditions and expressed 
concern about the risks of 
travel, while the U.S. attor- 
ney’s office has complained 
about what they deem delay 
tactics. 

Dave Freed, a former 
U.S. attorney in Harrisburg, 
called three years an unusu- 
ally long period between 
arrest and trial for any 
criminal case, but said the 
intense public interest in 
the synagogue shooting and 
the potential death penalty 
both put added pressure on 
lawyers to get it right. 

“T think you have to add 
COVID to mix — I’m sure 
it’s contributed,” said Freed, 
who did not have a role in 
the Tree of Life case when 
he worked for the Justice 
Department. 

Some members of the 
three congregations want 
the Justice Department to 


take the deal that would 
spare Bowers’ life. 

Dor Hadash, as a congre- 
gation, has urged Garland 
to abandon pursuit of the 
death penalty. Individ- 
ual members of New Light 
also are opposed to a death 
sentence. 

Author Beth Kissileff 
urged against the death 
penalty on religious grounds 
and because a plea would 
spare survivors the trauma 
of atrial. Her husband, New 
Light Rabbi Jonathan Perl- 
man, survived the shooting. 

“As angry as I am that 
the lives of our friends and 
congregants were brutally 
ended, it is God’s respon- 
sibility, not ours, to avenge 
their death,’ she wrote in 
the Jewish news site, The 
Forward. 

Kissileff said she is 
encouraged by President Joe 
Biden’s campaign pledge to 
support legislation eliminat- 
ing the federal death penalty 
and to give states incentives 
to do the same. 

Survivors said that they 
understand that capital 
cases take a long time, and 
that the pandemic has made 
this one take longer, but they 
want to get it behind them. 

“We would like to move 
on with our lives and we 
would like to get this over a 
done with,” said Carol Black, 
who lived through the attack 
by hiding in a storeroom. 

Survivors are also redou- 
bling efforts to combat 
violent extremism. Featured 
speakers at a three-day 
Eradicate Hate Global 
Summit, held in Pittsburgh 
last week, included experts 
alongside survivors and rela- 
tives of victims. 

Meanwhile, the Tree 
of Life Congregation has 
chosen architect Daniel 
Libeskind, the master plan- 
ner for the reconstruc- 
tion of New York’s World 
Trade Center, to redesign 
the sprawling synagogue 
complex, with plans to share 
space with the Holocaust 
Center of Pittsburgh. The 
goal is to create a solemn 
memorial as well as a place 
of regular activity. 


Making of Baldwin movie 
halted after fatal shooting

LOS ANGELES — 
Production of the movie 
that Alec Baldwin was 
making when he shot and 
killed a cinematographer 
last week has been offi- 
cially halted, but producers 
of the Western described 
the move as “a pause rather 
than an end.” 

In an email to crew 
members, the movie’s 
production team confirmed 
that work on “Rust” has 
been suspended at least 
until the investigation is 
complete. The team said it is 
working with law enforce- 
ment and is conducting its 
own internal safety review. 
The production company 
is also offering grief coun- 
seling. 

The sheriff’s investiga- 
tion continued Monday. 
The team said that it could 
not respond to comments 
made in news reports or 
on social media. The email 
suggested that production 
could resume at some point. 

“Although our hearts are 
broken, and it is hard to see 
beyond the horizon, this 
is, at the moment, a pause 
rather than an end,” the 
email read. 

Moments before the 
shooting, Baldwin was 
explaining how he was 
going to draw the revolver 
from his holster and where 
his arm would be posi- 
tioned, court records show. 

The actor had been told 
that the gun was safe to use 
for the rehearsal of a scene 
in which he was supposed 
to pull out the weapon while 
sitting in a church pew and 
point it at the camera, the 
records said. 

Cameraman Reid Russell 
told a detective that he was 
unsure whether the weapon 
was checked before it was 
handed to Baldwin, and he 
did not know why the gun 
was fired. 

The camera was not roll- 
ing when the gun went off 
and killed cinematographer

Halyna Hutchins, Russell 
told authorities, according 
a search warrant affidavit 
released Sunday. 

Authorities said Friday 
that the assistant director, 
Dave Halls, had handed 
the weapon to Baldwin and 
announced “cold gun,” indi- 
cating it was safe. 

When asked about 
how Baldwin treated fire- 
arms on the set, Russell 
said the actor was safe, 
citing a previous instance 
when Baldwin made sure 
a child actor was not near 
him when a gun was being 
discharged. 

The affidavit released 
Sunday also included state- 
ments by director Joel 
Souza, who was standing 
behind Hutchins and was 
wounded. 

It detailed the moments 
before the shooting and 
showed that there was 
turmoil on the set the day 
of the shooting. Several 
members of the camera 
crew walked off the 
production in a dispute 
over payment and lodging, 
Russell said, and he was 
left with a lot of work to do. 
Only one camera was avail- 
able to shoot, and it had to 
be moved because the light 
had shifted and there was a 
shadow. 

Souza said he was 


focused on how the scene 
would appear on camera. 
He said he recalled hear- 
ing the phrase “cold gun” 
before the shooting, the affi- 
davit said. 

He said the scene did 
not call for the use of live 
rounds. 

After a lunch break, 
Souza said he was not sure 
if the firearm had been 
checked again. Souza was 
looking over Hutchins’ 
shoulder when he heard 
the gunshot, according to 
the affidavit. 

On Sunday, Maggie Goll, a 
crew member who worked 
with Halls on another proj- 
ect, said she had raised 
safety concerns about him 
in 2019. 

Halls has not returned 
phone calls and email 
messages seeking comment. 

Meanwhile, Donald 
Trump Jr. is using a trag- 
edy to mock the actor who 
skewered his father on 
“Saturday Night Live.” 

A T-shirt that reads “Guns 
Don’t Kill People, Alec Bald- 
win Kills People” is selling 
for $27.99 onamerchandise 
site linked to the former 
president’s namesake son, 
a vocal proponent of gun 
rights.

WASHINGTON — U.S. 
officials say they believe Iran 
was behind the drone attack 
last week at the military 
outpost in southern Syria 
where American troops are 
based. 

Officials said Monday 
that the U.S. believes 
that Iran resourced and 
encouraged the attack, but 
that the drones were not 
launched from Iran. They 
were Iranian drones, and 
Iran appears to have facili- 
tated their use, officials said, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity. 

Officials said they believe 
the attacks involved as many 
as five drones laden with 
explosive charges, and that 
they hit both the U.S. side 
of al-Tanf garrison and the 
side where Syrian opposi- 
tion forces stay. 

There were no reported 
injuries or deaths as a result 
of the attack. 

US. and coalition troops 
are based at al-Tanf to train 
Syrian forces on patrols to 
counter Islamic State mili- 
tants. The base is also located 
on a road serving as a vital 
link for Iranian-backed 
forces from Tehran all the 
way to southern Lebanon 
and Israel. 

Pentagon spokesman 
John Kirby declined to 
provide details when asked 
about the report during a 
news conference Monday. 
He called it a “complex, 
coordinated and deliber- 
ate attack” and said the U.S. 
has seen similar ones before 
from militia groups that are 
backed by Iran. 

Kirby also declined to say 
if troops were warned ahead 
of time or whether the U.S. 
intends to make a military 
response. 

“The protection and 
security of our troops over- 
seas remains a paramount 
concern for the secretary,’ 
Kirby said, referring to 





Defense Secretary Lloyd 
Austin, “and that if there is 
to be a response, it will be 
at a time and a place anda 
manner of our choosing, and 
we certainly won’t get ahead 
of those kinds of decisions.” 

The last major Iranian 
attack on USS. forces was in 
January 2020, when Tehran 
launched a barrage of ballis- 
tic missiles on al-Asad air 
base in Iraq. U.S. and coali- 
tion troops were warned of 
the incoming missiles and 
were able to take cover, but 
more than 100 U.S. service 
members received traumatic 
brain injuries as a result of 
the blasts. 


Letter to Biden: Relatives of 
more than two dozen Amer- 
ican hostages and wrong- 
ful detainees held overseas 
told President Joe Biden in 
a letter Monday that they 
questioned his administra- 
tion’s commitment to bring- 
ing their loved ones home. 

In the letter, obtained by 
The Associated Press, the 
family members complained 
that the administra- 
tion seemed to be getting 
“bogged down in burden- 
some processes or policy 
debates that keep our loved 
ones from coming home and 
keep us uninformed of what 
you can and cannot do to 
help us.” 

The White House had 
no immediate comment 
Monday. 

The letter was signed by 
family members of 26 Amer- 
ican hostages and detainees 
held in countries across the 
world. 


Deadly mall shooting: Police 
in Boise, Idaho, said Monday 
that two people were killed 
and six injured — includinga 
police officer — ina shooting 
at a shopping mall. 

A suspect has been taken 
into custody, police said. 

Police interviewed 
dozens of people outside the 
entrance to Macy’s, one of 
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five large department stores 
at the mall of 153 stores. 

The Boise Towne Square 
shopping mall is the city’s 
largest mall. 


CBP investigation: The vast 
majority of Customs and 
Border Protection agents 
who engaged in secretive 
social media groups that 
featured violent, bigoted 
posts against migrants and 
members of Congress ulti- 
mately received signifi- 
cantly reduced discipline 
measures, according to a 
report released Monday by 
the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives. 

Agency officials launched 
an internal investigation into 
135 employees for “inappro- 
priate social media activ- 
ity” and determined that 
60 agents were subject to 
discipline. Among those, 
two were fired, 43 were 
suspended without pay, 12 
received letters of repri- 
mand, and three were issued 
alternative disciplinary 
actions, such as a suspen- 
sion without pay, the report 
stated. 
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Ten other employees 
retired before a final miscon- 
duct determination was 
made. 

The vast majority of 
the agents who commit- 
ted misconduct, including 
those who made degrading 
and threatening comments 
about migrants, were 
allowed to continue working 
with migrants, according to 
the report. 

The report contains 
findings from an investi- 
gation launched in 2019 by 
the Committee on Over- 
sight and Reform following 
media reports about asecret 
Facebook group in which 
members of the agency used 
dehumanizing and deroga- 
tory language toward Latina 
members of Congress and 
deceased migrants. 

CBP, which oversees 
Border Patrol, began produc- 
ing unredacted documents 
this past February after 
the Trump administration 
obstructed the investigation 
for more than a year, the 
report states.

The ‘cocaine hippos’: The 
offspring of hippos once 
owned by Colombian drug 
kingpin Pablo Escobar can 
be recognized as people or 
“interested persons” with 


legal rights in the U.S. follow- 
ing a federal court order in 
Cincinnati. 

The case involves a 
lawsuit against the Colom- 
bian government over 
whether to kill or sterilize 
the hippos whose numbers 
are growing at a fast pace and 
pose a threat to biodiversity. 

An animal rights groups is 
hailing the order as a mile- 
stone victory in the long 
sought efforts to sway the 
US. justice system to grant 
animals personhood status. 
But the order won’t carry 
any weight in Colombia 
where the hippos live, a legal 
expert said. 

The “cocaine hippos” are 
descendants of animals that 
Escobar illegally imported 
to his Colombian ranch in 
the 1980s when he reigned 
over the country’s drug 
trade. After his death in a 
1993 shootout with author- 
ities, the hippos were aban- 
doned at the estate and left to 
thrive with no natural pred- 
ators — their numbers have 
increased in the last eight 
years from 35 to between 65 
and 80.

Microsoft: Russian-backed Nobelium behind attacks on cloud service firms

RICHMOND, Va. — Microsoft said 
Monday that the same Russia-backed hack- 
ers responsible for the 2020 SolarWinds 
breach continue to attack the global tech- 
nology supply chain and have been relent- 
lessly targeting cloud service companies 
and others since summer. 

The group, which Microsoft calls 
Nobelium, has employed a new strategy to 
piggyback on the direct access that cloud 
service resellers have to their customers’ 
IT systems, hoping to “more easily imper- 
sonate an organization’s trusted technology 
partner to gain access to their downstream 
customers.” Resellers act as intermediaries 
between giant cloud companies and their 
ultimate customers, managing and custom- 
izing accounts. 

“Fortunately, we have discovered this 
campaign during its early stages, and we are 
sharing these developments to help cloud 
service resellers, technology providers, and 
their customers take timely steps to help 


ensure Nobelium is not more successful,” 
Tom Burt, a Microsoft vice president, said 
in a blog post. 

The Biden administration downplayed 
Microsoft’s announcement. 

AUS. government official briefed on the 
issue who insisted on anonymity to discuss 
the government’s response noted that “the 
activities described were unsophisticated 
password spray and phishing, run-of-the 
mill operations for the purpose of surveil- 
lance that we already know are attempted 
every day by Russia and other foreign 
governments.” 

The Russian Embassy did not immedi- 
ately reply to a request for comment. 

U.S. and Russian ties have already been 
strained this year over a string of high-pro- 
file ransomware attacks against U.S. targets 
launched by Russia-based cyber gangs. 
President Joe Biden has warned to Russian 
President Vladimir Putin to get him to 
crack down on ransomware criminals, but 
several top administration cybersecurity 
officials have said recently that they have 
seen no evidence of that.

Supply chain attacks allow hackers to 
steal information from multiple targets 
by breaking into a single product they all 
use. The U.S. government has previously 
blamed Russia’s SVR foreign intelligence 
agency for the SolarWinds hack, a supply- 
chain hack that went undetected for most 
of 2020, compromised several federal agen- 
cies and badly embarrassed Washington. 

The hacking campaign is called Solar- 
Winds after the U.S. software company 
whose product was used in that effort. The 
Biden administration in April placed new 
sanctions against six Russian companies 
that support the country’s cyber efforts in 
response to the SolarWinds hack. 

Microsoft has been observing Nobel- 
ium’s latest campaign since May and has 
notified more than 140 companies targeted 
by the group, with as many as 14 believed to 
have been compromised. The attacks have 
been increasingly relentless since July, with 
Microsoft noting that it had informed 609 
customers that they had been attacked 
22,868 times by Nobelium, with a success 
rate in the low single digits.

Wanted: On-the-job flexibility 


Hourly employees seek more 
input over when they work, 
and businesses are listening

NEW YORK — After struggling to hire 
workers for its outlet store in Dallas, Balsam 
Hill opened on Sept. 1. But the next day, the 
online purveyor of high-end artificial holi- 
day trees was forced to close after four of its 
five workers quit. 

The main gripe for three of them? Work- 
ing on weekends. So they found jobs else- 
where with better hours. 

Balsam Hill reopened weeks later with 
nine workers, hiking the hourly pay by 
$3 to $18 per hour. But more importantly, 
it changed its approach: Instead of only 
focusing on the needs of the business, it’s 
working with each employee to tailor their 
schedules based on when they want to 
work. 

“We’re working against people who have 
the choice of wherever they want to work,” 
said Kendra Gould, senior retail strategist at 
Balsam Hill. “Now, it’s more about what do 
you need as an employee and how can we 


make you happy?” 

Companies are confronting demands by 
hourly workers on terms that often used 
to be non-negotiable: scheduling. Taking 
a page from their white-collar peers who 
are restructuring their workdays to accom- 
modate their lifestyles, hourly workers are 
similarly seeking flexibility in how — and 
when — they do their jobs. That means 
pushing back on weekend, late night or 
holiday shifts. 

Job openings are plentiful, so workers 
can afford to be picky. There were 10.4 
million job openings at the end of August 
and 11.1 million openings the month before, 
the highest on record since at least Decem- 
ber 2000, when the government started 
recording that figure. 

Among the new workers Balsam Hill 
hired was Rickey Haynes, 62, a pastor fora 
local Baptist church. He retired in July but 
still preaches in the community. He said he 
was looking for part-time work in retail, but 
didn’t want to work Sundays because of his 
preaching. Balsam Hill was willing to work 
around his schedule. 

“They were accommodating,” he said. “If 
I could, I could work with them until I am 
done.” 

Such challenges are happening as 


companies struggle to hire holiday work- 
ers. Target Corp. said this month it will pay 
$2 an hour more to employees who pick 
up shifts during peak days of the holiday 
season, including Saturday and Sunday, 
as well as on Christmas Eve or on the day 
after Christmas. That’s on top of compa- 
nies already dangling bonuses and loos- 
ening requirements for drug testing and 
educational minimums that have kept some 
people out of the workforce. 

Sumir Meghani, co-founder and CEO 
and founder of Instawork, a staffing 
marketplace that connects local businesses 
with skilled hourly workers, says such 
perks don’t solve the root of the problem. 

“It’s about flexibility,’ said Meghani, 
noting that available shifts on Instawork 
have surged eightfold from right before 
the pandemic to August 2021. “It’s about 
workers saying ‘I don’t want to work week- 
ends’ or ‘I can’t work Mondays, Tuesday 
and Wednesdays because I don’t have child 
care or schools haven’t reopened’ or ‘I am 
worried about COVID?” 

Meghani says hourly workers are asking 
how can they get the same work-life balance 
as their peers who can work remotely. 

“The challenge is, if you are a bartender 
you have to work until 2 a.m.,” he says. 


Facebook stirs online hate, Haugen says in UK

LONDON -— Facebook whistleblower 
Frances Haugen told British lawmakers 
Monday that the social media giant stokes 
online hate and extremism, fails to protect 
children from harmful content and lacks 
any incentive to fix the problems, providing 
strong momentum for efforts by European 
governments working on stricter regulation 
of tech giants. 

While her testimony echoed much of 
what she told the U.S. Senate earlier this 
month, her appearance drew intense inter- 
est from a British parliamentary commit- 
tee that is much further along in drawing 
up legislation to crack down on social plat- 


forms. 

It came the same day that news organi- 
zations started publishing stories based on 
thousands of pages of internal Facebook 
documents she obtained. 

Haugen told the committee of United 
Kingdom lawmakers that Facebook Groups 
amplifies online hate, saying algorithms 
that prioritize engagement take people 
with mainstream interests and push them 
to the extremes. The former Facebook 
data scientist said the company could add 
moderators to prevent groups over acertain 
size from being used to spread extremist 
views. 

“Unquestionably, it’s making hate worse,” 
she said. 

It’s her second appearance before 


lawmakers after she testified in the U.S. 
about the danger she says the company 
poses, from harming children to inciting 
political violence and fueling misinforma- 
tion. 

Haugen cited internal research docu- 
ments she secretly copied before leaving 
her job in Facebook’s civic integrity unit. 

The documents, which Haugen provided 
to the U.S. Securities and Exchange 
Commission, allege Facebook prioritized 
profits over safety and hid its own research 
from investors and the public. 

Haugen said Monday that Facebook’s 
moderation systems are worse at catching 
content in languages other than English, 
and that’s a problem even in the U.K. 
because of its diverse country. 


Hertz plans 
to purchase 


lOOK EVs 
from Tesla

DETROIT — Hertz announced Monday 
that it will buy 100,000 electric vehicles 
from Tesla, one of the largest purchases 
of battery-powered cars in history and the 
latest evidence of the nation’s increasing 
commitment to EV technology. 

The purchase by one of the world’s leading 
rental car companies reflects its confidence 
that electric vehicles are gaining acceptance 
with environmentally minded consumers as 
an alternative to vehicles powered by petro- 
leum-burning internal combustion engines. 

Mark Fields, interim CEO for Hertz, said 
Teslas are already arriving at the company’s 
sites and should be available for rental start- 
ing in November. 

Hertz said in its announcement that it will 
complete its purchases of the Tesla Model 3 
small cars by the end of 2022. It also said it 
will establish its own EV charging network 
as it strives to produce the largest rental fleet 
of electric vehicles in North America. 

Fields said it has plans for 3,000 chargers 
in 65 locations across the country by the end 
of 2022 and 4,000 by the end of 2023. 

Fields wouldn’t say how much Hertz 
is spending for the order. But he said the 
company has sufficient capital and a healthy 
balance sheet after having emerged from 
bankruptcy protection in June. 

The deal likely is worth around $4 billion 
because each Model 3 has a base price of 
about $40,000. It also ranks at the top of 
the list of electric vehicle orders by a single 
company. In 2019, Amazon ordered 100,000 
electric delivery vans from Rivian, a startup 
manufacturer of electric vans, pickups and 
SUVs. Amazon is an investor in Rivian. 

Fields said Hertz is in discussions with 
other automakers, too, about buying addi- 
tional EVs as it expands its electric vehicle as 
more models enter the marketplace.

Australia seeks 
online consent 


CANBERRA, Australia — Australia 
plans to crack down on online advertisers 
targeting children by making social media 
platforms seek parental consent for users 
younger than 16 years old to join or face fines 
of 10 million Australian dollars ($7.5 million) 
under a draft law released Monday. 

The landmark legislation would protect 
Australians online and ensure that Austra- 
lia’s privacy laws are appropriate in the digi- 
tal age, a government statement said. 

Social media platforms would be required 
to take reasonable steps to verify their users’ 
ages under a binding code for social media 
services, data brokers and other large online 
platforms operating in Australia. 

Australia has been a key voice in calling 
for international regulation of the internet. 


UK plans to hike 
living wage 6.6% 


LONDON — Millions of low-pay work- 
ers in Britain will get an inflation-busting 
pay increase next year after the government 
said Monday that it will legislate to raise the 
National Living Wage to 9.5 pounds, or $13 
an hour, from the current rate of 8.91 pounds, 
or $12.25. 

Britain’s Treasury said the 6.6% increase, 
which will apply to workers age 23 and up 
starting in April, means a full-time worker 
making the living wage would get an 
increase of more than $1,374.90 per year. 

The increase is around double the current 
rate of inflation. 

For workers ages 21 and 22, the govern- 
ment said it would increase the minimum 
wage to 9.18 pounds an hour ($12.62) from 
8.36 pounds ($11.49).

At Rein’s, staffing and meat 
shortage lead to disruptions

Shorter hours, no corned 
beef and no eggs during 
the lunch rush. At Rein’s 
Deli in Vernon, a popu- 
lar New York-style Jewish 
deli beloved by locals, city 
transplants and road trip- 
pers, staffing shortages and 
disruptions up and down the 
supply chain have meant the 
loss or interruption of some 
deli staples. 

In a letter posted to the 
restaurant’s website and 
handed out to dine-in 
customers, Rein’s explained 
that eggs and omelettes will 
no longer be served between 
11 a.m. and 3 p.m. to “speed 
up our production time and 
relieve some burden on our 
existing staff.” 

“People love our eggs, but 
we had to sacrifice it for the 
sanity of our line people,’ 
said John Shebat, a manager 
at Rein’s. 

It only takes three 
omelettes to fill up an entire 
grill, he explained. Rein’s, 
down to 120 employees 
from about 160 before the 
pandemic, now has just two 
of their four grills up and 
running on a typical day, 
which means orders pile 
up fast. “If we had full staff, 
this would not have been an 
issue at all” Shebat said. 

Rein’s is one of many 
restaurants reeling from 
industrywide challenges 
in staffing and supplies 
brought on by the coronavi- 
rus pandemic. The deli also 
cites a national shortage on 
Kosher meats as wreaking 
havoc on their iconic dish: 
the Reuben and Rachel 
sandwiches, served with 
corned beef or pastrami. 

Rein’s serves between 
10,000 and 12,000 meals a 
week, according to Shebat, 
and dishes out between 700 
and 800 pounds of corned 
beef and pastrami. 

But Hebrew National, a 
company that specializes in 
Kosher beef products and 
has been a major supplier

for Rein’s since 1972, has 
told the restaurant that it’s 
having its own challenges 
receiving enough product 
to process and distribute. 
Meat deliveries have been 
sporadic; last week, Rein’s 
didn’t sell corned beef or 
pastrami between Sunday 
and Thursday. 

Rein’s sometimes substi- 
tutes other Kosher meat 
when Hebrew National 
product is short, Shebat said, 
but not without informing 
the customers. Staff feel 
that the flavor of Hebrew 
National cuts can’t be 
topped, and customers tend 
to agree. 

And at a place where the 
motto is “The Taste of Qual- 
ity is Long Remembered,’ 
Shebat said they’d rather 
not sell a dish than serve an 
inferior product. 

“For us to give you what 
is not the best is not our 
philosophy, we’re not going 
to do that,” he said. 

Like several other restau- 
rants in the state, Rein’s has 
had little success retaining 
new hires to ease their staff- 
ing crisis. They pay mini- 
mum wage for entry level 
positions, but employees 
have access to a retirement 
plan as well as medical and 
dental care. 

Shebat doesn’t think 
it’s the money. Even with 
reduced hours — Rein’s now 
operates from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m., 
shortened from 7 a.m. to 10 
p.m. — the lunch and dinner 


rushes are just as intense. On 
the stretched-thin line, stress 
levels are high. 

Rein’s customers have 
mostly been understand- 
ing when told a favorite 
dish is unavailable that day, 
or their order takes a little 
bit longer than usual. After 
nearly 50 years in business, 
some regulars have built up 
decades of good will. 

Still, there’s the odd 
one out. Eat IN Connecti- 
cut recently launched a 
social media campaign, 
called #bekindtorestau 
rants, aimed at reminding 
restaurant patrons to be 
patient and understanding 
in response to reports of 
employee harassment. 

“The best [a customer] 
can do is understand, try 
to understand what we’re 
going through, and try to 
remember that this is a 
whole new game... and we 
were not given a game plan,” 
Shebat said. 

According to a sign posted 
in the restaurant’s window, 
Rein’s will only open from 
11 a.m. to 4 p.m. Nov. 3 fora 
“meeting with management 
and employees to determine 
our path forward in this time 
of Employee Shortages, 
Product Shortages, Covid & 
Mandates.” 

“This will pass, but we’re 
all gonna come out of this 
looking different,” Shebat 
said. “How different? I 
wish I knew how to tell 
you that.”

Taliban rely on prior regime’s 
experts for help on economy

KABUL, Afghanistan — 
When the Taliban swept 
into power, they found 
Afghanistan’s economy fast 
approaching the brink and 
were faced with harrow- 
ing predictions of grow- 
ing poverty and hunger. So 
they ordered the financial 
managers of the collapsed 
former government back to 
work, with an urgent direc- 
tive: Do your jobs, because 
we can’t. 

In the 20 years since the 
Taliban last ruled, Afghani- 
stan evolved from an econ- 
omy dealing mostly in illicit 
enterprise to a sophisti- 
cated, multibillion-dollar 
system fueled by donor aid 
and international trade. The 
Taliban, a movement borne 
out of the rural clergy, strug- 
gled to grasp the extent of 
the transformation. 

Four employees from 
financial institutions told 
The Associated Press how 
the Taliban commanded 
bureaucrats from the 
previous government’s 
Finance Ministry, central 
bank and other state- 
owned banks to return to 
work. Their accounts were 
confirmed by three Taliban 
officials. 

“They told us, ‘We are not 
experts, you know what is 
better for the country, how 
we can survive under these 
challenges, ” recalled one 
state bank official, who like 
others spoke on condition 
of anonymity because he 
was not authorized to speak 
on record. 

They told him, “Do what 
you must,” but warned, “God 
is watching you, and you will 
be accountable for what you 
do on Judgment Day, ” 

Quietly, these tech- 
nocrats are advising the 
Taliban leadership in the 
running of the crippled 
financial sector. They tell 
them what to do and how 
to do it. But, as seasoned 
experts, they see no way out

of Afghanistan’s economic 
quagmire: With billions in 
international funds frozen, 
the best they can muster in 
domestic revenues is $500 
million to $700 million, not 
enough to pay public sala- 
ries or provide basic goods 
and services. 

The Taliban are buttress- 
ing relations with local 
businessmen to keep them 
operating, while the lead- 
ership makes its case for 
international recognition 
in meetings with foreign 
officials. 

The Taliban’s seizure 
of power in mid-August 
resulted in an abrupt 
halt to most donor funds. 
These disbursements 
accounted for 45% of GDP 
and financed 75% of state 
expenditures, including 
public sector salaries. In 
2019, total government 
expenditures were nearly 
$11 billion. 

The United States froze 
billions in dollar reserves 
in line with international 
sanctions against the Tali- 
ban, eroding the liquidity 
of both the central bank 
and commercial banks and 
constraining their ability to 
make international transac- 
tions. 

In the Finance Ministry 
and central bank, near daily 
meetings revolve around 
procuring basic staples like 


flour to ward off hunger, 
centralizing customs collec- 
tions and finding revenue 
sources amid critical short- 
ages in household goods. 
In Afghanistan, all fuel oil, 
80% of electricity and up to 
40% of wheat is imported. 

The managers’ frustra- 
tions are many. 

Never mind dollars, there 
isn’t enough of the local 
currency, the afghani, in 
circulation, they said. They 
blame this on the previous 
government for not printing 
enough prior to Kabul’s fall 
in August. 

“They don’t understand 
the magnitude,” said one 
ministry official. “We had 
an economy of $9 billion in 
circulation, now we have 
less than $1 billion.” 

But he was quick to 
excuse them. “Why would 
I expect them to understand 
international monetary 
policy? They are guerrilla 
fighters at heart.” 

The returning govern- 
ment workers said the 
Taliban appear genuine in 
wanting to root out corrup- 
tion and offer transparency. 

They aren’t told every- 
thing. A closely guarded 
secret of the Taliban is how 
much cash remains in state 
coffers. Ministry and bank 
officials estimate this could 
be just $160 million to $350 
million.

Throughout his epic, scan- 
dal-ridden career, Donald Trump 
has compiled an astonishing 
record of impunity, constantly 
staying one jump ahead of prose- 
cutors, plaintiffs and creditors. 

He is the only president to be 
impeached twice, and acquitted 
twice by the votes of Republican 
senators. 

He spent almost three years 
under investigation for what 
looked like collusion with Russia, 
only to walk away scot-free. 

His former lawyer, Michael 
Cohen, went to prison for paying 
hush money to an adult enter- 
tainer known as Stormy Daniels, 
but “Individual-1,’ the man who 
ordered him to write the check, 
was never held accountable. 

That record of escapes would 
make Houdini envious. 

But Trump remains under the 
gun. He’s still in search of escape 
routes. 

A House committee is exam- 
ining his attempts to overturn 
last year’s presidential election, 
including his actions when a mob 
of his supporters stormed the 
Capitol on Jan. 6. 

A prosecutor in Georgia is 
investigating whether he violated 
state law against soliciting elec- 
tion fraud when he demanded 
that officials “find 11,780 votes” 
— the number he needed to undo 
Joe Biden’s victory in that state. 

And prosecutors in New York 
are looking into allegations that 
Trump, or at least the closely held 
family business he runs, commit- 
ted tax and bank fraud. 

But don’t count him out. 

“His life has been a series 
of lessons showing that with 
ageressive lawyering and a lot of 
chutzpah, you can achieve almost 
total immunity,” Norman Eisen, 
a counsel to the House Judiciary 
Committee during Trump’s first 
impeachment, told me. 

The former president’s 
most visible battles are against 
the Democratic-led House of 
Representatives, which asked 
the Justice Department last 
week to prosecute his former 
aide Stephen K. Bannon after 
Bannon refused to comply witha 
subpoena. 

Trump has ordered Bannon 
and other former associates to 
stonewall on the grounds that all 
of his conversations with them 
are protected by executive priv- 
ilege. 

That’s the legal doctrine that 
allows a president to protect 
internal White House delibera- 
tions from congressional snoop-

ing, a claim Trump asserted 
broadly when he was president. 

In this case, the claim sounds 
far-fetched: How can a former 
president assert executive priv- 
ilege, especially over conversa- 
tions with someone like Bannon, 
who wasn’t a government official 
at the time? 

But constitutional lawyers say 
Trump has several arguments 
he can make. He'll probably try 
them all. 

First, a former president does 
have the right to assert execu- 
tive privilege. Trump can thank 
former President Richard Nixon 
for that, fittingly enough. In 1977, 
Nixon tried to block the federal 
government from releasing his 
presidential papers; he lost, but 
in deciding the case, the Supreme 
Court declared that former pres- 
idents can assert the privilege 
under some circumstances. 

As for Bannon, the Justice 
Department has long argued 
that executive privilege can 
protect a president’s meetings 
with non-employees as long as 
the discussion covers official 
business. In January, Bannon 
reportedly urged Trump to block 
Congress from certifying Biden’s 
election, then told listeners of his 
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Jan. 5 podcast: “All hell is going to 
break loose tomorrow.” 

“Tf the cases are argued on the 
merits, Trump and Bannon are 
unlikely to prevail,” Jonathan 
Shaub, a former Justice Depart- 
ment lawyer who now teaches at 
the University of Kentucky’s law 
school, told me. 

“Executive privilege doesn’t 
apply to acts taken in a personal 
or political capacity, and it 
doesn’t apply when there are 
concrete allegations of wrong- 
doing.” 

But winning may not be the 
point. 

“In the end, this is all about 
delay,” Shaub said. 

Trump and his supporters 
know that if they can tie the 
House committee in knots until 
the 2022 congressional election, 
there’s a good chance Repub- 
licans will win control of the 
chamber and kill the investiga- 
tion. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
D-Calif., and committee Chair- 
man Bennie Thompson, D-Miss., 
know that too. That’s a major 
reason they asked the Justice 
Department to prosecute Bannon 
for criminal contempt; it’s faster 
than a civil suit. 


The next step is up to Attorney 
General Merrick Garland, who 
has exasperated some Democrats 
by keeping his distance from the 
Trump investigations. 

President Joe Biden said last 
week that he thinks Garland 
should prosecute Bannon and 
others who reject congressio- 
nal subpoenas. That was an 
improper, Trump-style act of 
presidential jawboning; Garland 
pushed back, saying he wanted to 
return the Justice Department to 
its apolitical norm. 

But Biden was right on the 
merits; without the threat of 
prosecution, Bannon and others 
will continue to stonewall. 

Meanwhile, Trump has made 
his defense almost entirely polit- 
ical, not only denouncing the 
House investigation but praising 
the mob that invaded the capital. 

“The insurrection took place 
on Nov. 3, election day,” he said 
in a written statement last week. 
“Jan. 6 was the protest!” 

He’s used the investigation 
to raise money for his political 
action committee, which has 
collected millions. 

“The Left will never stop 
coming after me,” he wrote 
in an email to donors last 





week. “Please contribute ANY 
AMOUNT IMMEDIATELY to 
make a statement to the Left that 
you'll ALWAYS stand with YOUR 
President.” 

And there, no matter how the 
legal wrangles turn out, lies the 
answer to a persistent question 
about Trump: What makes him 
run? 

Ego, surely, in part. A desire to 
take revenge on his adversaries 
too. 

But two practical reasons, as 
well. 

One is money. Political contri- 
butions may be the most reliable 
revenue stream the Trump family 
enterprise has at the moment. 

The other, equally important, 
is to bolster his legal defense. 

As long as he’s running (or even 
sort of running), Trump can 
denounce every inquest and 
subpoena as just another part of 
a political vendetta. It’s a way to 
hold his troops together — and 
to make every prosecutor think 
twice. 

He’s notching up another pres- 
idential first: He’s running for 
reelection to stay out of jail.

America’s Afghan legacy will be 
determined by fate of women, girls

Much has been said about the 


future of Afghan women and 
girls once again under Taliban 
rule in Afghanistan, and for 
good reason. We are already 
seeing that, despite the Tali- 
ban’s dubious claims that their 
government would guarantee 


“all [women’s] rights within the 


limits of Islam,” the reality is 
proving otherwise. 


It has been a full month since 
girls have been de facto banned 


from attending secondary 
school. No women have been 
named to the Taliban’s newly 
appointed Cabinet. In some 
areas controlled by the Tali- 


ban, women have been told they 
cannot seek medical care with- 
out a male relative as an escort. 


Others have been forcibly 
married off to militants. 
Perhaps the most worrying 


signal of a return to oppressive, 


draconian rule is the transfor- 
mation of the former Minis- 
try of Women’s Affairs into the 
newly reestablished Minis- 
try for the Prevention of Vice 
and Promotion of Virtue. This 


change marks the return of the 


Taliban’s notorious enforcer 
in the 1990s — charged with 


punishing women who violated 
restrictions on everything from 


going out in public without a 
male guardian to a reductive 
and repressive dress code. 


Where is the outrage that our 


Afghan sisters deserve? 
America must once again 
lead the movement to protect 
the rights of the most vulnera- 


ble in Afghanistan. Even though 


our military has left the coun- 
try, America can and must use 
the full array of its diplomatic 
and economic muscle to pres- 
sure the Taliban to adhere to its 


earlier promises to treat women 
and girls more humanely. More- 


over, we must be prepared to 
punish the group if it continues 
down its current path. 

This won’t be easy, especially 
since the Biden administration 
has ruled out the use of mili- 
tary force. But the Taliban have 
given Washington and its allies 
an opening. It has requested to 
participate as amember of the 


UN. While they were not givena 


platform at the General Assem- 
bly this year, the Biden admin- 


istration must make clear that it 


won’t be welcome in the future 

unless it changes its ways. 
Under no circumstances 

should the U.S. recognize the 

Taliban — or give it access to 

any of the billions of dollars 

in foreign aid that was frozen 


when the Kabul government fell 


— until protections for women 
and girls are restored. 
Exhausted from a 20-year 
war, many might wonder why 
the U.S. should insert itself — 


again — into a fight over Afghan- 


istan’s future. The answer is 


easy: America and its allies gave 


a generation of women and 
girls the chance to pursue an 
education and taste economic 
freedom, and millions of them 
did so. 

I saw this dynamic firsthand 
when I led “Let Girls Learn” — 


an initiative focused on expand- 


ing educational opportunities 


for women in countries like 
Afghanistan — for then-first 
lady Michelle Obama. During 
our time there, we helped 
provide primary education 
for 174,000 girls, added 1,300 
female teachers in under- 
served areas of the country, and 
provided university scholar- 
ships to Afghan women. 

As aresult of our allies’ 
combined efforts during our 
time in Afghanistan, more than 


half of all Afghan girls physically 


attended school over the past 
decade — a generational game- 
changer when two-thirds of the 
population is under the age of 
25. In addition, the number of 
women in the Afghan parlia- 
ment increased from 4% in 

the 1990s to 28% last year, and 
women had similar successes in 
business and academia. 

All of this progress is now at 
risk. America simply cannot 
allow the country to become 
once again the only in the world 
to ban an entire gender from 
accessing their basic human 
right to education. In addition 
to diplomatic pressure, we have 
a responsibility to surge emer- 
gency aid and ensure unencum- 
bered humanitarian access to 
temporary learning opportuni- 
ties, nutritional assistance and 
health services, for example. 

Beyond diplomacy and direct 
humanitarian assistance, there 
are other steps the president 
can take to support women 
and girls. At least 80% of those 
fleeing the country in recent 
months have been women and 
children. We already havea 
resettlement mechanism for 


Afghans who aided the U.S. 
government in the Special 
Immigrant Visa program; 
however, most principal appli- 
cants are men. In parallel, we 
must also generously reset- 

tle women and girls, whether 
through the State Depart- 
ment’s authorization of priority 
refugee status for Afghans, or 
through a special humanitar- 
ian parole category — an idea 
endorsed by dozens of senators 
from both parties. 

And it’s evident that moves 
like these would have signifi- 
cant approval from the public. 
Poll after poll shows Americans 
support resettling our Afghan 
allies in the U.S. If this wasn’t 
clear enough, the outpouring of 
generosity toward organizations 
like the one I lead — Lutheran 
Immigration and Refugee 
Service — speaks volumes. We 
are still receiving thousands of 
donations and volunteer appli- 
cations to assist newly arrived 
Afghan neighbors here in Mary- 
land and across the country. 

Afghan women deserve so 
much better than what the Tali- 
ban has in store for them. Amer- 
ica’s most defining outcome 
in Afghanistan may be the fate 
of the generation of Afghan 
women and girls who received 
an education and experienced 
greater economic opportunity 
over the past 20 years. It’s what 
they deserve and what we owe 
them.

‘No information to verify’ that migrant children

HARTFORD — USS. Sen. Rich- 
ard Blumenthal and Gov. Ned 
Lamont have been unable to verify 
a newspaper report that migrants 
have been landing at night at West- 
chester County Airport and have 
gone to Danbury and Bridgeport.

Accused of sexually

Lawhorn also 
faces drug 
charges. 

U.S. Magis- 
trate Judge 
Robert Rich- 
ardson denied pretrial release 
Monday after a two-day deten- 
tion hearing, but said he will 
revisit the question if Lawhorn 
agrees to more rigorous super- 
vision. 

Richardson said he had misgiv- 
ings about Lawhorn’s proposal 
that his mother act as his custo- 
dian if he is granted pretrial 
release. As custodian, she would 
be obligated to report any addi- 
tional criminal behavior or viola- 
tion of the terms of his release. 
The judge expressed his doubts 
after the U.S. Attorney’s office 
accused Lawhorn’s mother of 
participating in multiparty, jail 
house telephone calls with her 
son, in violation of jail rules, and 
of misleading FBI agents search- 
ing for her son’s telephone. 

Defense lawyer Jon Schoen- 
horn disputed the accusation 
that Lawhorn’s mother misled 
agents and said he suspects she 
was unaware of Hartford Correc- 
tional Center rules prohibiting 
calls between more than two 
parties. Schoenhorn also said 
Lawhorn’s mother took a part- 
time job to help pay her son’s 
legal bills and then turned down

time when planes generally avoid 
the airport with a flight path that 
is relatively close to upscale resi- 
dential neighborhoods. 

“T’ve seen one anonymous 
source quoted in a New York Post 
story,’ said Blumenthal, a Green- 
wich resident who lives about six 
miles from the airport. “I have no 
information to verify it, nor does 
the governor’s office. So we’re 
checking as to whether there is 
any factual basis for it, but I’ve seen 
none yet.” 
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When asked further about chil- 
dren potentially arriving at night, 
Blumenthal said, “I’m not going to 
speculate on speculation because 
right now all we have is one anon- 
ymous source in one New York 
newspaper and no factual evidence 
that it’s accurate. I have no infor- 
mation about it.” 

Blumenthal has been actively 
involved for months in trying to 
help Afghan refugees, including 
helping two charter planes to leave 
from Afghanistan after the Taliban 
originally blocked their departure. 
Inthe Westchester case, he has not 
heard from any groups involved 
with migrants. 
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“T have not been informed by any 
government agencies,” Blumenthal 
told reporters Monday in Hart- 
ford. “Frankly, we’re asking them 
if there is any factual basis for this 
report.” 

White House spokeswoman Jen 
Psaki was asked recently about 
migrants being flown to New York. 

“So, in recent weeks, unaccom- 
panied children passed through 
the Westchester airport, which I 
think is what you’re referring to, 
en route to their final destination 
to be unified with their parents ora 
vetted sponsor,” Psaki said, accord- 
ing to a White House transcript. 
“It’s no surprise that kids can be 





seen traveling through states, not 
just New York. It’s something that 
we’re also working to unite chil- 
dren with their family members or 
vetted sponsors in other parts of 
the country as well.” 

Catherine Cioffi, a spokes- 
woman for Westchester County 
executive George Latimer, said the 
reports are related to local politics 
in the county. 

“The situation at the airport is 
nothing new,” Cioffi said. “This is

Faces federal charges for allegedly stealing more than $600K in funding

State Rep. Michael DiMassa, 
the West Haven Democrat who 
was arrested on federal charges 
last week in a still-unfolding probe 
of the alleged theft of more than 
$600,000 in federal COVID relief 
funds, resigned Monday from the 
state legislature.

Both Route 159 and Thrall are 
straightaways, and residents say 
drivers tend to speed. 

“Cars and trucks barrel down 
159 all the time. ... Trucks are doing 
aminimum of 65,” one woman said 
on Facebook, where police posted 
information about the hit-and-run. 

Voisine was a junior studying 
marketing. She had attended Seton 
Hall University before transferring 
to UConn in the fall of 2020, said 
Stephanie Reitz, university spokes- 
woman. 

“She was an active and enthusi- 
astic member of Gamma Phi Beta 
sorority and the Women in Busi- 
ness student organization, and was 
very well-liked among her class- 
mates and professors,” Reitz said.

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2 killed in 
weekend 
crashes, 
police say

A 17-year-old on a moped and a 
51-year-old car passenger died in 
separate weekend crashes in East 
Hartford, police said. 

The teenager died after a colli- 
sion, which happened shortly 
after 8 p.m. Friday at the Route 5 
/15 onramp near 126 Silver Lane. 
Manuel Suarez of East Hartford was 
treated by paramedics and taken to 
the hospital, where he died, police 
said. 

There were no other injuries in 
the crash; the driver of the other 
vehicle involved stayed at the scene. 

Suarez was a senior at Connecti- 
cut River Academy at Goodwin 
University in East Hartford. 

“A school community is very 
much a family, so a tragedy like this 
truly cuts deep, especially with a 
student so young,” Salvatore Menzo, 
superintendent of the Goodwin 
University Magnet School System, 
said. “Not only was Manny part of 
the Connecticut River Academy, 
he also was taking early college 
classes at the University, so the loss 
is doubly felt. 

“We send our prayers to Manny’s 
family, and are also making sure that 
supportis available to his classmates 
and teachers,” Menzo said. 

The second crash happened 
shortly before 4 p.m. Sunday at 
Main Street and Sterling Road. The 
most seriously injured person in 
the two-car crash, Ronell Chaney 
of East Hartford, was treated at the 
scene and taken to the hospital, 
where he was pronounced dead, 
according to police. 

The other involved motorists 
— two other people from the car 
Chaney was in and the driver and 
sole occupant of the other vehicle 
— were taken to the hospital to be 
treated for what police said were 
minor injuries. 

No charges have been filed in 
either of the crashes, both of which 
police said remain under investiga- 
tion.

right move for his constituents and 
the state.”

Assistance still offered 
at brick-and-mortar, 
mobile pantries

Foodshare, the nonprofit orga- 
nization that battles food insecu- 
rity statewide, is discontinuing its 
drive-thru food distribution sites 
effective Saturday, CEO Jason 
Jakubowski confirmed. 

After Saturday, those in need 
of food assistance can visit any of 
about 700 sites statewide — brick- 
and-mortar pantries and mobile 
pantries — that are the standard 
distribution sites for Foodshare, 
which merged with CT Food Bank 
in January. 

To find a list of dates and loca- 
tions for food distribution after 
Saturday, visit ctfoodshare.org/ 
find-help/ or call 211. “There is 
no shortage of options for people 


who need relief,’ Jakubowski said. 

Those traditional sites were 
supplemented by drive-thrus 
at the onset of the coronavirus 
pandemic, when the economy 
tanked, food insecurity skyrock- 
eted and social distancing became 
essential. 

Jakubowski said the drive-thru 
sites have been re-evaluated every 
month since they began in early 
April 2020. “We’ve been saying 
over and over that these drive- 
thru sites aren’t going to last 
forever. Finally, we’re at a point 
where we can phase them out,” 
he said. 

Jakubowski said a number of 
factors went into the decision to 
close the drive-thru sites. The 


the state Office of Policy and 
Management, known as OPM, is 
already investigating the use of the 
public money and bringing in an 
independent auditor to examine 
the spending. All cities and towns 
were required to report their 
spending by Oct. 22 to the budget 
office. 

McCaw said that munici- 
pal leaders “have been routinely 
cautioned that their use of funds 
must meet the highest standards 
and withstand audit.”

A special 
election will be held to fill his seat 
for the remainder of his two-year 
term, but no date has been set.

scholarships. It is a crime under 
state law for a coach to use his posi- 
tion of authority to coerce women 
under age 18.

Westchester without the coun- 
ty’s prior knowledge or approval.

John Merz, CEO of what is now 
called Advancing CT Together, 
was Lang’s supervisor.

Police: Pair made 
girl take sexual 
photos to sell 


Two 18-year-olds who made 
a girl take sexual pictures of 
herself for them to sell have 
been arrested and are due in 
court next month, Plainfield 
police said. 

Stacia Sotiropoulos and 
Jaden Williams of Walnut 
Street in Putnam were charged 
with obscenity, employing a 
minor in an obscene perfor- 
mance, promoting a minor in 
obscene material and risk of 
injury to a minor, police said. 
Sotiropoulos also was charged 
with threatening. Each posted 
$75,000 bail and due in Supe- 
rior Court in Danielson Nov. 15. 

According to police, the girl’s 
mother complained in January 
that two adults were encour- 
aging her daughter — one of 
them threatening her — to take 
“illicit” pictures and videos of 
herself so they could sell them. 

After investigating, police 
confirmed the mother’s 
complaint. Detectives searched 
the pair’s home in April, seiz- 
ing not only electronic devices 
but “a large quantity of narcot- 
ics,” police said. As a result, they 
obtained an arrest warrant and 
served it Friday. 

Police didn’t say if the two 
also faced drug charges.

Faces up to life in prison for prostituting 3 Connecticut women, 
including a minor girl, during 2020 Super Bowl week in Miami

A New Haven man who 
prostituted three Connecti- 
cut women, including a 
young girl, in Miami during 
the 2020 Super Bowl was 
convicted of sex trafficking 
by a federal jury in Florida 
last week. 

Edward Walker, 48, 
was found guilty on three 
federal sex trafficking 
charges after an eight-day 
jury trial and now faces up 
to life in prison when he is 
sentenced in January by 
US.

In New Britain, Stewart, Sanchez vie for the mayor

After several election 
cycles facing opponents 
with little name recogni- 
tion, New Britain Mayor 
Erin Stewart this time 
is up against Rep. Bobby 
Sanchez, chairman of the 
General Assembly’s power- 
ful Education Committee. 

Even though Sanchez has 
proposed a few new ideas, 
Election Day largely shapes 
up as areferendum on Stew- 
art, who has been in office 
since 2013. 

Stewart is campaign- 
ing heavily on the city’s 
economic turnaround in 
recent years, citing major 
development projects 
underway downtown and 
planned for the East Side. 

Even her critics acknowl- 
edge that she scored big on 
the statewide public rela- 
tions front, successfully 
promoting once-moribund 
New Britain as resurgent 
and attractive. 

“Our city deserves good 
things. Some people asked 
about why we spent money 
on the Beehive Bridge. I say 
‘Don’t you think we deserve 
this? ” Stewart said at the 
recent groundbreaking fora

in the center of downtown. 

Stewart’s administra-

Walker had forced them 
to walk Ocean Drive in 
Miami Beach searching 
for clients and grew angry 
when they did not bring 
back any money, opting 
instead to post the online 
advertisement that ulti- 
mately drew federal inves- 
tigators to his case, the 
women told the FBI agents. 
That weekend all three 
women arranged to meet 
with two men on a yacht, 
where at least one of them

Union rejected by workers at 
Barkhamsted Dollar General 


Challenged 
ballots, however, 
could affect 

the outcome

The majority of a small 
workforce at a Dollar 
General store in Barkham- 
sted voted Friday against 
unionizing, although two 
challenged ballots could 
change the outcome. 

In arare challenge to the 
national discount retailer, 
three workers voted against 
representation by Local 
371 of the United Food and 
Commercial Workers union. 
Two employees supported 
the union, according to the 
National Labor Relations 
Board that supervised the 
election. 

Five valid votes were 
cast, the federal agency 
said. However, it cited two 
“undetermined challenged 
ballots” that are sufficient to 
affect the results of the elec- 
tion. 

The result will not be 
certified until the eligibility 
of the two challenged ballots 
is resolved, the NLRB said. 
The Goodlettsville, Tennes- 
see, company and UFCW 
have five business days to 
say whether or not either 
challenged ballot should be 
counted. 

Dollar General claimed 
victory, emailing a statement 
that it’s pleased a majority of 
workers voted against the 
union. 

“We continue to believe a 
union is not in our employ- 
ees’ best interests and that 
our employees benefit 
most from the open, direct 
communication we provide

and from a work environ- 
ment that is built on trust, 
respect and opportunity,” 
the company said. 

Arepresentative of UFCW

Jersey in 2018 failed. 

Before the Barkham- 
sted vote, the union filed a 
complaint with the NLRB 
that accused the discount 
retailer of firing a worker in 
retaliation for supporting 
the union and intimidating 
employees to vote against 
the UFCW. The company 
denied the accusation. 

A worker said company 
representatives lobbied hard 
against the union, taking 
workers “one by one in a 
room to tell us how bad the 
union Is.” 

Dollar General, said it was 
providing “accurate, factual 
information” about unions. 
It contracted a management 
consultant, LRI Consulting 


Services Inc., to “communi- 
cate to employees regard- 
ing exercising their rights to 
organize and bargain collec- 
tively,” according to a filing 
with the U.S. Department of 
Labor. 

Workers contacted the 
UFCW in September, 
citing pay they say is stuck 
at Connecticut’s minimum 
wage of $13 an hour with 
no holiday pay or bonuses.

CORONAVIRUS OUTBREAK 
Connecticut among states with 
highest COVID-19 vaccination 
rates and lowest infection rates

Connecticut continues to 
rank among the U.S. states 
with both the highest rates 
of COVID-19 vaccination 
and the lowest rates of new 
coronavirus cases. 

As of Monday, Connecti- 
cut had 80.7% of eligible 
residents fully vaccinated, 
most of any U.S. state, 
according to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention. Meanwhile, 
Connecticut had the fourth 
fewest recent COVID-19 
cases per capita of any state, 
per The New York Times. 

Though Connecticut’s 
low rates of COVID-19 
could owe to a variety of 
factors, the correlation with 
vaccination is likely no coin- 
cidence. According to an 
analysis from Mary Adams, 
an epidemiologist who once 
worked for the Connecti- 
cut Department of Public 
Health and is now an inde- 
pendent consultant, states 
with high levels of vaccina- 
tion have recorded far fewer 
COVID-19 deaths over the 
past six months than those 
with low levels of vaccina- 
tion. 

Adams also found that 
liberal states have recorded 
lower rates of COVID-19 in 
recent months than conser- 
vative ones, likely because of 
differences in vaccination 
rates, and that the Northeast 
has been the region with the 
fewest per-capita fatalities 
in that time. 

“For the bulk of the 
pandemic, the Northeast 
had the highest death rate, 
and then by the time you get 


to [the past] six months ... 
now it’s the lowest,” Adams 
said. 


Cases and 
positivity rate 


Connecticut on Monday 
reported 899 new COVID- 
19 cases out of 58,142 tests, 
for a positivity rate of 1.55%. 
The state’s seven-day posi- 
tivity rate now stands at 
1.86%, down from last week. 

Connecticut has averaged 
408 COVID-19 cases per day 
over the past week, a signifi- 
cant improvement over the 
prior seven-day stretch. 

As of Monday, four 
Connecticut counties — 
Hartford, New London, 
Tolland and Windham 
counties — were expe- 
riencing “high” levels of 
COVID-19 transmission as 
defined by the CDC, while 
Connecticut’s other four 
counties were experienc- 
ing “substantial” levels of 
COVID-19 transmission. 


Hospitalizations 


Connecticut now has 212 
patients hospitalized with 
COVID-19, up one from 
Friday, when hospitaliza- 
tions hit their lowest level 
since Aug. 9. 

Hospital officials say 
the vast majority of those 
hospitalized with serious 
COVID-19 symptoms are 
unvaccinated.

Connecticut reports 
coronavirus-linked deaths 
once a week. On Thurs-

Vaccinations 


As of Monday, 78.3% 
of all Connecticut resi- 
dents and 89.8% of those 
12 and older had received 
at least one COVID-19 
vaccine dose, while 70.3% 
of all residents and 80.7% 
of those 12 and older were 
fully vaccinated, according 
to the CDC. 

COVID-19 booster shots 
are currently available for 
recipients of the Pfizer-Bi- 
oNTech and Moderna 
vaccine more than six 
months removed from 
their second dose who are 
65 or older, have health 
conditions that leave them 
vulnerable to COVID-19 
or work jobs that leave 
them at high risk. They are 
also available for anyone 
18 or older who received 
the Johnson & Johnson 
vaccine at least two months 
ago.

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Villeneuve calls his movie ‘an act of humility’ 


With extra time, he 
has ‘no excuses’ if 
fans don’t like ‘Dune’

It was the eyes that drew 
Denis Villeneuve to “Dune.” 

Long before he’d decided 
to become a filmmaker, he 
was just a teenager brows- 
ing a bookstore when he 
spotted the cover of Frank 
Herbert’s 1965 novel. But 
it wasn’t a hard sell for the 
biology-obsessed 14-year- 
old who had already 
learned that science fiction 
was a way to dream ona 
grand scale. 

Then he read it and was 
mesmerized by the poetic, 
atmospheric story ofa 
young man’s heroic journey 
that dealt with religion, 
politics, destiny, heritage, 
the environment, colonial- 
ism and giant space worms. 

“It became an obsession,” 
Villeneuve, 54, said. 

And it was just the begin- 
ning of a decade-spanning 
dream that is finally coming 
to fruition as his own 
version of “Dune” made 
its way to North American 
theaters, now playing. 

Villeneuve is not the first 
filmmaker who has dared 
to fantasize about making 
“Dune,” but he’s the first to 
see his vision realized ina 
way that might satisfy both 
fans and novices. For a book 
that has inspired so much 
science fiction over the 
past 50 years — from “Star 
Wars” to “Alien” — filmed 
adaptations have proved 
difficult. First there was 
Alejandro Jodorowsky’s 
near-mythic movie slash 
14-hour event that would 
have starred Mick Jagger, 
Orson Welles, Gloria Swan- 
son and Salvador Dali 
(chronicled in the 2013 
documentary “Jodorows- 
ky’s Dune”). Then David 
Lynch’s swing was a critical

and commercial flop when 
it was released in 1984. 
“Dune” seemed cursed 
until producers Mary 
Parent and Cale Boyter 
acquired the rights and 
found out that Villeneuve, 
who had established 
himself as a filmmaker with 
that rare ability to make 
large-scale films that are 
cerebral and commercially 
viable, was a lifelong fan. 
Plans were set in motion to 
try to make “Dune” once 
more — witha $165 million 
production budget. 


“My movie is not an act of 


arrogance,” Villeneuve said. 
“Tt’s an act of humility. My 
dream was that a hardcore 
fan of ‘Dune’ would feel 
that I put a camera in their 
mind.” 

The book was his bible 
and compass through- 
out the process. He kept 
it close on set so that the 
spirit of it was always 
nearby and encouraged 
his crew and cast to read 
it closely as well. And he 
wasn’t daunted by the 
outsize expectations. He’s 


the one who made a sequel 
to “Blade Runner” after all 
(although that is a whole 
different story and one that 
he still thinks was a bad 
idea even though he’d do it 
again in a heartbeat). 


“T will not say ‘Dune’ is an 


impossible task. I think it’s 
a difficult one,” Villeneuve 
said. “Creativity is linked 
with risk. I love to jump in 
with no safety net. It’s part 
of my nature.” 

Part of that difficulty was 
homing in ona film that 
would appeal to die-hards 
and newcomers. The first 
step was convincing the 
studio that he’d need two 
films to complete the story. 
Although they agreed, the 
second has yet to get the 
official “go.” 

He and screenwriters 
Jon Spaihts and Eric Roth 
simplified the structure to 
focus on Paul Atreides, the 
young aristocrat whose 
family takes control of 
the dangerous, desert 
planet Arrakis, home to 
the universe’s most valued 
resource, as an intergalac-

tic power struggle between 
ruling families heats up. He 
had only one name in mind 
for the part: Timothee 
Chalamet. 

“There’s not a lot of 
actors like Timothee in the 
world,” he said. “Timothee 
has an old soul. For a young 
man of his age, he has a 
really impressive maturity. 
At the same time, Timo- 
thee looks really young on 
camera.” 

And there’s that “rock 
star” charisma that would 
lend credence to his evolu- 
tion into a messianic figure 
that “will lead a world into 
chaos.” 

The film is packed with 
lauded actors, including 
Rebecca Ferguson as Paul’s 
mother and Oscar Isaac as 
his father. The movie also 
has Jason Momoa, Josh 
Brolin, Stellan Skarsgard, 
Javier Bardem, Char- 
lotte Rampling, Stephen 
McKinley Henderson and 
Zendaya, whom he led on 
a globetrotting journey 
to Hungary, Jordan, Abu 
Dhabi and Norway. 







“T’ve been in these adven- 
ture films that really try to 
add a lot of emotion. But 
there’s something that is so 
poetic in the way that Denis 
approaches this massive 
film and the scale of it,” 
Isaac said. “Even if there’s 
explosions, even if there’s 
giant worms, he’s just 
always looking at it through 
his poetic lens, which for 
me is totally, totally unique.” 

It was especially import- 
ant to be in the desert to 
film the Arrakis scenes, 
which meant harsh condi- 
tions and sand getting, well, 
everywhere. But it was vital 
to do it on location. 

“Tt would have been 
impossible to do on the 
stage or on a backlot,” Ville- 
neuve said. “Maybe I’m too 
old-fashioned, but that’s the 
way I work.” 

“Dune” was originally 
slated to come out last 
year before the pandemic 
upended most theatri- 
cal releases. Villeneuve 
used that time to his film’s 
advantage. 

“Tt was very nice for me 


to have the chance to let the 
movie sleep a little, coming 
back to it, sizzle it,” he said. 
“Tf people don’t like the 
movie, I have no excuses 
because I had the time to do 
it and the resources.” 

But as welcome as 
the added time was, the 
pandemic also led to the 
decision to release all of 
Warner Bros. 2021 slate 
simultaneously in theaters 
and on HBO Max. Ville- 
neuve responded at the 
time with a strongly 
worded open letter that 
wasn’t just about his film 
but the implications for the 
future of cinema. 

Ten months later, the 
pandemic is still going 
and the release strategy 
has held its course, even 
as theatrical attendance 
ramps up. 

“We are in a pandemic 
and that reality is twisted 
right now, and I totally 
understand if people can’t 
go to the theater or people 
are afraid of the theater. I 
respect that, and that’s the 
priority. Health is the prior- 
ity,” Villeneuve said. “But 
the movie has been made, 
designed, dreamed to be 
seen on a big screen.” 

Whether audiences will 
go to the theater or watch 
on HBO Max is the next 
test for “Dune.” Hanging 
on the line is the sequel 
— or, more accurately, the 
conclusion to the first film. 

“T don’t know when it’s 
going to be decided, but it 
will come down to if the 
movie generates enough 
enthusiasm, if there’s 
enough passion about it. 
We'll see. I’m at peace with 
that. I hope there will bea 
Part 2,” he said. 

Villeneuve’s grateful that 
he gets to show the world at 
least part of what he’s been 
dreaming about for almost 
40 years. 

“T had the time of my life 
making ‘Dune, ” Villeneuve 
said.

Credit card accounts churning up concern 


Dear Amy: For the last 
five years, my husband 
has been churning credit 
cards (opening up credit 


card accounts solely for the 


opening bonus, then clos- 
ing them after the bonus is 
received). He opens cards 
in both his name and mine. 

This is legal, as far as I 
know. 

He’s very organized, and 
we’ve never accumulated 
any interest or any fees. 

I’ve recently started to 
feel uneasy about this and 


want him to stop doing this 


using my name. 

I’m worried that he will 
get annoyed with me for 
suddenly not feeling good 
about this. I’m worried 


that he will be upset for my 


sudden interest in finan- 
cial matters and the fact 
that he will lose out on 
half of the bonus money 
he receives from opening 
these accounts.

Dear Churning: Credit card 
“churning” is the prac- 
tice of opening a new card 
that offers a bonus (for 
instance: “Earn a $200 
bonus after you spend 
$500 on purchases in the 
first three months.”) 
Churners open the 
card, spend the $500 on 
expenses they would have 
paid, anyway, collect the 
bonus in the form of cash 
back or reward points, and 


then stop using the card (or 
close it) once the bonus has 


been received and spent. 
This is not illegal, although 
it is frowned upon (by card 
issuers) and can negatively 
affect your credit score if 


you miss a payment or hold 


too many cards. 


Given that these bonuses 


are issued by credit card 
companies that are aggres- 
sively marketing their 
products for people to 


use their cards (especially 
profiting from people who 
don’t repay them promptly, 
which allows them to jack 
up interest rates), it seems 
logical that some savvy 
consumers will find a way 
to take all of that predatory 
energy and direct it right 
back at the company. Your 
husband is one of those 
savvy consumers. 

The most important 
thing for you to know is 
that you have the right to 
disagree with a financial 
decision, especially one 
that involves your name 
and your credit. 

He should not be open- 
ing credit card accounts in 
your name. 

Your fear that your 
husband might be 
“annoyed” or “upset” with 
you for making a decision 
that affects both of you isa 
red flag that you don’t have 
an equal voice in your rela- 
tionship. 

You should also check 
your own credit score to 
see if this has affected your 
credit. 


Dear Amy: My son meta 
woman online about 18 
months ago. 

Their relationship 
progressed to a point 
where he visited her for a 
couple of weeks and has 
now decided to move out 
of state to be with her and 
her children. 

I haven’t met his girl- 
friend or her children yet, 
but at some point, we'll 
probably have a video call 
with them.

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New season may solve ‘Bachelor’ identi 


Embattled franchise 
has 3 Black women 
in prominent roles

It’s fall. Love is in the air. 
And the new star of “The 
Bachelorette” is eager for 
her happily-ever-after to 
begin. 

“I’m ready to fall in love!” 
Michelle Young declares in 
a glossy spot promoting the 
new season of ABC’s reality 
flagship, which recently 
premiered. “I’m looking 
for my soul mate, my best 
friend, someone who is 
going to change the world 
with me.” 

Members of the Bache- 
lor Nation fan base are also 
hopeful that the Minne- 
sota elementary school 
teacher — the show’s third 
Black leading lady — will 
help bring sustained and 
meaningful change to 
the “Bachelor” franchise, 
which has been rocked by 
charges of systemic racism 
and cultural insensitivity 
throughout its 19-year run. 

For the first time, a 
“Bachelor” series will 
feature a Black lead, a Black 
co-host — former Bachelor- 
ette Tayshia Adams — and 
a Black executive producer. 
Jodi Baskerville, who has 
worked as a producer on 
the “Bachelor” franchise 
and other reality series, is 
the show’s first Black exec- 
utive producer. 

The presence of three 
Black women in such 
prominent roles will bring 
additional attention to 
the 18th season of “The 
Bachelorette,” particularly 
after the franchise’s efforts 
to reverse its troubled 
past, following last year’s 
protests against racial 
injustice, ended in scandal. 

Earlier this year, “The 
Bachelor’s” first Black male 
lead, commercial real estate 
agent Matt James, had 
his season marred when 
photographs surfaced 
of eventual winner 
Rachael Kirkconnell at

an antebellum South- 
themed party. Longtime 
host Chris Harrison, who 
has since departed the 
franchise, was swept up 
in the firestorm when he 
defended Kirkconnell in 
a controversial interview

Several Black fans say 
this season is about more 
than romance. It’s about 
redemption — and reck- 
oning.

teenager. “They’re finally 
doing what they’ve been

The UConn men’s hockey 
team has had 10 days to regroup 
from arough weekend series at 
Ohio State and now looks to 
play its best hockey.

Schroder touting defense 
as key to team’s success

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — 
Newcomer Dennis Schroder 
believes he knows the best 
way to get the best out of the 
Celtics. 

After allowing the Hous- 
ton Rockets to shoot 37 
percent in the final three 
quarters of Sunday’s game, 
the Celtics were able to hold 
off the Rockets for their first 
win.

“We did a great job, all the 
five guys out there, of shift- 
ing, helping each other, and I 
think that was the key to the 
game. We’re a few games in. 
We just try to keep getting 
better, and Ime [Udoka] 
is going to be better. we’re 
going to get better, and 
we're going to be in good 
shape.” 

Schroder said he is going 
to push his teammates, espe- 
cially leaders and All-Stars 
Jaylen Brown and Jayson 
Tatum, to increase their 
defensive intensity. 

“We have a lot of talent, 
through the roof, but I 


think of the defensive side 
of the ball we’ve all got to 
do better,” he said. “I’ve 
challenged Tatum, Jaylen. 
They’re the best players on 
our team, and if they play 
hard and bring it on the 
defensive side of the ball, 
we’re going to be a whole 
different team. Whatever 
they want to accomplish, 
being a top-five player, 
they’re going to reach that. 
I’m going to push them to 
get better at that and myself 
being better defensively and 
offensively, pushing the pace 
and bringing the energy.”

The rookie 
quarterback has a sprained posterior cruci- 
ate ligament in his right knee and will be 
sidelined two to four weeks, coach Robert 
Saleh confirmed Monday after Wilson had 
an MRI. 

Wilson was injured in the second 
quarter of New York’s 54-13 loss to New 
England on Sunday when he was hit by 
Patriots linebacker Matt Judon, who fell 
on the back of the quarterback’s legs after 
he threw an incomplete pass. 

Wilson and the team said after the game 
the initial diagnosis was a sprained PCL, 
which was the best-case scenario for the 
hobbled quarterback as he avoided amore 
serious, potentially season-ending injury. 
Saleh said the Jets will gather more infor- 
mation during the week before decid-

ing whether to place Wilson on injured 
reserve. 

“He can still be very active in his rehab, 
active in his learning and keep pace with 
the install of the offense,” Saleh said. “And 
he’ll be back before you know it.” 

The injury will keep Wilson out for at 
least the Jets’ game next Sunday at home 
against Cincinnati and their Thursday 
night game at Indianapolis on Nov. 4. New 
York is then home against Buffalo on Nov. 
14 and Miami on Nov. 21. 

Mike White made his NFL debut while 
replacing Wilson after the injury, going 
20 of 32 for 202 yards and a touchdown 
with two interceptions. He is likely to fill 
in while Wilson is sidelined, with veteran 
Josh Johnson also on the practice squad.

Brady adds 
to his legacy

TAMPA, Fla. — Tom 
Brady’s latest milestone is 
another untouchable one. 

Brady became the first 
NFL player to throw 600 
career touchdown passes 
and then tacked on two 
more in the Buccaneers’ 
38-3 rout over the Bears 
on Sunday. 

Seven Super Bowl rings, 
602 TD passes, 81,479 
yards passing. 

And he’s still going 
strong at age 44. 

“Yeah, the numbers, 
they’re staggering and 
they’ll probably never be 
broken,” Bucs coach Bruce 
Arians said. “I say that, 
but who knows when the 
next Tom Brady is going 
to come. 

“They are staggering, 
but when you watch him 
practice every single day, 
you don’t see the age.” 

Brady is on pace to 
throw a career-best 51 TD 
passes this season as the 
defending champions (6-1) 
aim for a repeat. Even ifhe 
called it quits now, 602 
seems quite safe. 

Consider this: Aaron 
Rodgers is fifth on the 
all-time list and trails 
Brady by 175 TD passes. 
Rodgers, who turns 38 
on Dec. 2, would have to 
average 35 TD passes per 
season for five more years 
after Brady retires to catch 
him. 

Ben Roethlisberger 
(403), Matt Ryan (359) 
and Matthew Stafford 
(301) round out the top 
five among the active QBs. 
They have no chance. 

Russell Wilson is next on 
the active list with 277 TD 
passes. He’s injured and 
turns 33 on Nov. 29. Wilson 
averaged 30 TD passes 
over his first nine seasons. 
That wouldn’t cut it. 

Wilson would need 
to throw 36 per season 
for nine more years once

Brady hangs up his cleats 
to surpass him. 

Patrick Mahomes is way 
behind with 132 TD passes, 
but he has been so prolific 
that he could potentially 
challenge the record if he 
stays healthy and keeps 
playing for at least another 
decade. 

The 26-year-old 
Mahomes averaged 38 
TD passes his first three 
seasons as a starter and 
is on pace to throw 44 
this year despite his 
recent turnover struggles. 
Mahomes would need to 
average 38 TDs for 12 % 
more years once Brady is 
finished playing. 

With passing numbers 
on the rise across the NFL 
and an extra game added to 
the regular season, it’s real- 
istic to think single-sea- 
son records will be broken 
whether it’s Peyton 
Manning’s mark of 5,477 
yards or his 55 TDs. 

But topping Brady’s 
career numbers requires 
longevity and sustained 
excellence. Brady’s accom- 
plishments are unprece- 
dented in team sports. His 
teammates throughout his 
22 years deserve plenty of 
credit. Arians made sure 
to spread some praise 
around. 

“T doubt seriously that 
there will be another team 
like the one he was on for 
all those years and the 
one he’s on now because 
he has a bunch of indi- 
vidual records in a team 
sport,’ Arians said, refer- 
ring to Brady winning six 
Super Bowl titles with Bill 
Belichick and the New 
England Patriots. 

“T always harp about it, 
it’s not just Tom, there’s 
10 other guys out there 
with him and 11 on defense. 
That defense he had in 
New England and the 
defense he’s got here has 
helped him win a bunch 
of games — those guys up 
front keeping him clean.”

and committed on the trip.

Her 
junior season was delayed 
until March, and the team won 
the California Interscholastic 
Federation Open Division title 
before falling short in its hunt 
for astate championship. 

The UConn staff came out 
to watch her over the summer, 
her final AAU season with 
Cal Sparks, and last month 
Auriemma and Chris Dailey 
made it out to San Diego fora 
home visit. 

“It was awesome,” Brady 
said. “Obviously they’re 
working on the team that they 
have right now, butstill to talk 
to them and have them let me 
know what’s going on, just 
keeping in contact, that was 
really important. It obviously 
shows that they still cared, 
they didn’t forget about me.” 

The Brady who will arrive 
in Storrs next summer willbe 
different from the one who 
initially committed to UConn 
as a 15-year-old sophomore.

Cards introduce Marmol as manager 


As Oliver Marmol transitioned into a 
coaching career with the Cardinals, 
it became clear he had the potential 
to become a big league manager one 
day. That day has arrived — a little 
earlier than expected. The 35-year-old 
Marmol was promoted from bench 
coach to the majors’ youngest manager 
Monday, taking over the Cardinals almost two weeks 
after Mike Shildt was fired in a surprise move by one of 
baseball’s most stable franchises. Marmol is the team’s 
youngest manager since Marty Marion at age 34 in 1951. 
Marmol, a New Jersey native who traces his lineage to 
the Dominican Republic, also becomes the franchise’s 
second minority manager. Cuban-born Mike Gonzalez 
managed the team for parts of the 1938 and 1940 seasons. 
Marmol was picked by the Cardinals in the sixth round of 
the 2007 amateur draft out of the College of Charleston, 
but his playing career stalled at Class A Palm Beach. After 
coaching and managing in the minors, he joined the Cardi- 
nals’ major league staff in 2017 as the first base coach. He 
spent the last three years as the bench coach under Shildt. 








Packers WR Adams on COVID-19 list 


The Packers likely will have to face 
the unbeaten Cardinals without 2020 
All-Pro receiver Davante Adams and 
defensive coordinator Joe Barry. GM 
Brian Gutekunst announced Monday 
that the team has placed Adams on the 
reserve/COVID-19 list. ESPN reported 
that Adams tested positive for the virus. 
He hasn’t been forced to follow protocols for unvaccinated 
players this season, an indication that he’s vaccinated. 
Packers coach Matt LaFleur confirmed that Barry had 
tested positive. Because both Adams and Barry are vacci- 
nated, there’s an outside chance one or both could join the 
Packers (6-1) for Thursday night’s game if they test nega- 
tive Tuesday and Wednesday. Adams is tied for second 
in the NFL in catches (73) and is third in yards receiv- 
ing (744). The reserve/COVID-19 list is for players who 
either test positive or have close contact with someone 
who’s infected. LaFleur said the Packers are in advanced 
protocols and conducted all of Monday’s coaches meet- 
ings virtually. LaFleur said all team personnel have to wear 
masks while in the building. 





Wells out as Texas Tech football coach 


Texas Tech fired football coach Matt 
Wells on Monday, two days after the 
Red Raiders couldn’t hold a two-touch- 
down halftime lead in a loss at home 
to Kansas State. Wells had a shot at his 
first winning record in his third season 
with the Red Raiders, but an inability 
to win Big 12 games plagued him just 
as it did predecessor Kliff Kingsbury, who also was fired. 
The Red Raiders (5-3, 2-3 Big 12) didn’t win consecutive 
conference games under Wells, who came from Utah State 
to replace Kingsbury. Texas Tech was 13-17 overall and 7-16 
in conference under Wells. Kingsbury was 19-35 in league 
play in six seasons. AD Kirby Hocutt said offensive coordi- 
nator Sonny Cumbie would serve as interim coach for the 
remainder of the season. Tech visits No. 4 Oklahoma on 
Saturday. Hocutt is looking for a coach for the third time 
since 2013. Hocutt made the latest move after a 25-24 loss 
to his alma mater, Kansas State, when the Wildcats trailed 
14-0 early and 24-10 at halftime before rallying. Wells is 
57-51 in eight-plus seasons as a coach, including a 44-34 
mark at Utah State. —Associated Press

At 72, Baker relishes 2nd shot 
at winning ring as manager

HOUSTON — Dusty Baker, then manager 
of the Giants, had just left the stadium after 
a crushing loss to the Angels in Game 7 of 
the 2002 World Series when he met up with 
his father. 

Johnnie B. Baker Sr. didn’t mince words. 

“He goes: ‘Man, after the way (you) lost 
that one, I don’t know if you'll ever win 
another one, ” Baker recalled Sunday. 

Nineteen years after that conversation and 
more than a decade since his dad’s passing, 
Baker finally has a chance to prove wrong 
the father he loved so dearly. 

He'll get the opportunity starting Tuesday 
night when he leads the Astros against the 
Braves in the World Series. 

The 72-year-old Baker has thought of that 
conversation often over the years. And since 
the Astros dispatched the Red Sox on Friday 
night to reach their third Fall Classic in five 
years, his father’s words have grown even 
louder in his head. 

“So that’s been my motivation,” Baker said. 

This is Baker’s second trip to the Series as 
a manager. As a player, he went three times 
with the Dodgers, winning it all as a big-hit- 
ting left fielder in 1981. 

In an illustrious career as a star player 
and skipper spanning more than 50 years, 
winning a World Series as a manager is virtu- 
ally the only box left open for Baker. 

“T know,’ he said. “So I just (need to) go 
ahead and check it.” 

Added Hall of Famer Reggie Jackson, the 
original Mr. October who now works as a 
special adviser to Astros owner Jim Crane: 
“T do think it would make a wonderful addi- 
tion to his résumé.” 

Astros star shortstop Carlos Correa, who 
becomes a free agent at season’s end, is intent 
on helping Baker add this accomplishment 
to the back of his baseball card. 

“He’s been around a long time and still 
doesn’t have one,” Correa said. “So, we’re 
going to try and get it done for him.” 

It’s been a whirlwind two years for Baker, 
who after being fired by the Nationals 
following a 97-win season in 2017 wondered 
if he’d ever even get another shot to manage, 
much less win that elusive title. 

Back home in Northern California, as 
he worked on his wine business and grew 
collard greens in his garden, he often felt 
perplexed he had been passed over for inter- 
views so many times as managerial openings 
came and went, having made inquiries that 
he said were unanswered over the years. 

Baker figured his age and salary at this 
stage of his life might be enough to turn off 
many prospective general managers and 
front offices. 

“Do you ever make peace with it?” he once 
said. “You make peace, but it makes you kind 
of lose some faith in mankind, between right 
and wrong. And you realize in the world, 
especially in this new world, there’s always 
been discrimination, race discrimination, 
but it seems like in this new world there’s age 
and salary discrimination, which go hand 
in hand.” 

It was during this time that his father’s 
words rang in his ears. 

“T thought about it the whole time when I 
didn’t know if I’d get back to this business,” 
he said. 

Then came January 2019 and the stunning 
revelation that the Astros had illicitly stolen 
signs in their run to the 2017 World Series 
championship and again in 2018. The cheat- 
ing scandal cost manager A.J. Hinch his job, 
leaving a team with an almost unfathomable 
image problem in need of a strong leader. 

Crane found that leader in Baker, aman who 
now ranks 12th all-time in managerial wins 
and has taken five teams to the playofts. In last 
year’s COVID-19-shortened season, the Astros 
squeaked into the postseason as a wild-card 
team before heating up in playoffs to come one 
win shy of reaching the World Series. 

“The first time I met him, we talked for 
almost two hours, and I knew he was the 
right guy immediately,” Crane said. “Nothing 
bothered him because he had been through 
so much.” 

And this week his path comes full circle 
as he meets the team that drafted him out of 
high school in 1967 and where he spent the

first eight seasons of a 19-year playing career. 

It was with the Braves that he got his first 
major league hit a few miles from Minute 
Maid Park in the now-defunct Astrodome as 
a 19-year-old on Sept. 17, 1968, with “a little 
dribbler off Mike Cuellar.” 

But perhaps most importantly it was 
where he began a lifelong friendship with 
the great Hank Aaron, who died in January 
at 86. It was Aaron who persuaded Baker to 
sign with the Braves instead of pursuing a

college basketball career. 

“I was chosen to be with Hank,” he said. 

Baker was on deck and among the Braves 
congregated at the plate to celebrate with 
Aaron on April 8, 1974, when he hit his 
715th home run to pass Babe Ruth for most 
all-time.

Jr. in recent months. 

But there’s no one Baker revels in talking 
about more than Hammerin’ Hank. 

Aaron took Baker under his wing, reiter- 
ating many of the lessons Baker’s father had 
shared with him, such as the value of honesty 
and helping others. But he also provided a 
guidebook for navigating the Deep South 
as a Black man in the 1960s. It was a lesson 
Baker needed having grown up California. 

‘Just life and being a proud African Amer- 
ican, but not wearing that on your sleeve 
because it’s already on your face,” Baker said. 

Baker finds it fitting that he’ll return to 
Atlanta with the baseball world watching 
and looks forward to seeing Aaron’s wife and 
kids on the trip. 

“Tt is very special to go back to Atlanta,” he 
said. “This is going to be a storybook ending 
really for all of us.” 

Brandon Phillips, a retired three-time 
All-Star second baseman, who played for 
Baker for six seasons with the Reds, is 
certainly one of those people. He’s thrilled 
to see the man he considered a father figure 
get another chance because he was worried 
it might never come. 

“For him to take advantage of the situation 
... especially with all the things that went on 
with that organization, for him to come there 
and change that all around really shows you 
his character and what type of manager and 
what type of man he really is,” Phillips said. 

He knows the cheating scandal will always 
be part of the Astros story, but he believes 
Baker helped repair some of the wounds on 
the franchise. 

“Dusty was the right guy for this job 
because he’ll change your mindset from the 
negative and make it positive,” Phillips said. 
“That (scandal) will never be forgotten, but 
all you can do is go by the now and see they 
are where they are now because they’re a 
great team and Dusty is the glue.”
